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THE HILL BARN STORMERS 


DETAILS OF THE SHOW AT JACK- 
SON, MISS. 


THE STAR MAKES HIS APPEARANCE BE- 
FORE A LEGISLATIVE AUDIENCE, BUT 
FAILS TO ELICIT ANY VERY ENTHUSI- 
ASTIC DEMONSTRATIONS. 

JACKSON, Miss., March 15.—The great political 
Durlesque company gave one of the principal 
performances on its barnstorming route here 
to-day. The star of the aggregation counted on 
making big cupital in Jackson, and his “ touts od 
have been at work here for many days. 

David B. Hill and the rest of his company 
arrived at the capital of Mississippi, travel- 

‘ stained and weary, soonafter 11 o'clock, having 

been upon the rail over thirty-five hours. There 

were a brass band and 250 people at the station. 

The Senator was given a cheer and was driven 

at once to Gov. Stone's executive mansion, 

whichis within a few hundred feet of the Cap- 
itol. Gov. Stone met him at the station and 
just as soon as he was driven away the popula- 
tion relapsed into indifference until 2 o'clock, 
when the great nomination chaser was billed to 
appear before the Mississippi Legislature and 
put his boom on exhibition. Senetor Hill was 
met at Meridian, Miss., where the company 
arrived about 8 o’clock this morning, by a com- 
mittee from the Legislature. This committeo 
was made up of R. H. Henry, known 
as “Hi” Henry; Speaker H. M. Street, 

Senator James T. Harrison, Senator A. F. Fox, 

Senator Z. M. Stevens, and J. K. Vardaman, 4 

member of the House. ‘‘Hi’”’ Henry, who is not 

an altogether unpopular member of society here, 
took Hill right in hand as soon as the train left 

Meridian, and other members of the committce 

gaid that “Hi” was giving him “pointers.” 

Senator Harrison, who is a lawyer in Columbus, 

and who would be a Tammany election district 

Captain if he lived in New-York, was the other 

repositary of the Jackson-Hill boomlet in the 

party. Senators Fox and Stevens and Speaker 

Street of the House of Representatives are 


thinking, long-headed men, who are classed as 
not enthusiastic by any Means over Hill. Sen- 
ator Harrison is never s0 happy as when he can 
get upon acommittee where be can“ holler” for 
somebody. ‘Young Mr. Vardaman wears very 
long hair and acted as though he really believed 
Hill was a creat man. 

** Bi” Henry is the most active Hill boomer 
in this part of Mississippi. He voted for Kan- 
dali at the National Convention of 18384, and he 
‘Was appointed a Bank Inspector for this dis- 
trict during Mr. Cleveland's Administration. 
THE TiIMES's correspondent was informed this 
afternoon that when Mr. Henry went out of 
Office it was said that he was removed for incom- 
petency. ‘There is another thing about Henry 
that would naturally make him a Hill man. Tho 
liquor question is an all-important one with this 
section of Mississippi. There is a strong pro- 
hibition element among the lawmakers, ard 
the result of it will grobably be that a very high 
license bill will be passed. Mr. Henry has an 
evening paper, the Siule Ledger. ‘his paper is 
enthusiastic for the liquor men and Ior the late 
whisky Governor of New-York. Henry was 
instramental in getting Hill to come here. A 
felilow-feeling makes these men wondrous kind. 

The man who took the most active part be- 
fore the public in getting the Senator to make a 
stop here on his barnstorming tour was Mr. 
Burkitt, a member of the House of Representa- 
tives and a strong Farmer’s Alliance man—the 
State lecturer of the Alliance, in fact. Burkitt 
introduced the resolution in the House inviting 
Hill here, and Senator Harrison, the all-around 
man on any committee, with a good time thrown 
in, handled it in the Senate. Yet Burkitt is 
not happy to-day. He was not permitted to 
take any prominent part in the reception. He 
had expected to introduce Hill in the House, 
but this was denied him. He is reported as be- 
ing very sore. 

but that is not the worst of the woes which the 
Darnstormers cncountered to-day. According 
to the pienslaid down by the Citizen's Commit- 
tee, Hill was not to speak in tue Oupitol build- 
ing atajl. He was not to address the Legislat- 
ure, but the populace, and so the committee 
went to work to fix up the fair grounds here, 
and it was atthe fair grounds and nowhere 
else that he was going to speak. The commit- 
tee went to considerable expense in their desire 
0 give the Senator a fitting reception at the fair 
grounds, but it was all for naught. When the 
committee met Senator Hill at Meridian, they 
informed him that be was to speak in the fair 
grounds. Mr. Hill politely corrected them. He 
‘was to address the Mississippi Legisiature in 
the Capitol He put his foot down firmly. He 
had come to address the Legislature, and not to 
speak at the fair grounds. He had his way, of 
course. and some of his own friends informed 
the TimEs’s correspondent that there was deep 
disgust here over this move, and that the people 
were seriously disappointed. 

The burlesque company only stops here a few 
hours; otherwise this report would contain a 
detailed description of other things with which 
the Jackson people are disgusied on this Hill 
day. Upon his arrival here the Senator and 
Charles £. Hooker, who came from Washington 
with the party, lunched with Gov. Stone, who, by 
the way, is not an ardent Hill man, but who, 
Hike other prominent citizens here, let nothing 
go undone to make a siranger’s stay comfort- 
able. The Mississippi Capitol, an old build- 
ing, but of good architecture, stands on a hill at 
the end of Capitol Street. To-day’s exercises 
took place in the white-walled House of Repre- 
sentatives, a ball about as big as the New-York 

idermen's Council Chamber, only it has a gal- 
Gry and is lacking all fresco work. It was 
crowded to-day at 20’clock, when Gov. Stone 
led Senator Hill in. 

The New- Yorker got just the same sort of re- 
ception that any other United States Senator 
would have got, but it inno way approached 
the hearty and vigorous reception given old 
Gen. Joe Hooker. Alter Gov. Stone had intro- 
duced Mr. Hill there was a cordial greeting, but 
it was a noticeable fact that many of the legis- 
lators sat stolid as stones avd made no mani- 
fostation, either at the introduction or during 
the speech of Hill They were anxious to see 
what the Senator would say on the silver ques- 
tion, and when he just touched upon it and slid 
off, like a boat grazing a sunken rock and es- 
caping it, there were but two or three who ap- 
plauded. Hil’s statement that the return of 
the Democratio Party to power would pave the 
Way to the “safe, sufficient money of our fa- 
thers, whose every dollar was as good as any 

ld dollar,” simply showed clearly to the 

utherners that the nomination chaser was 

odging the question.

Hill spoke very briefly later from the steps of 
the Executive Mansion, and soon afterward the 
barnstormers began theirtripto Birmingham, 
Ala, where the great burlesque will be pre- 
sented to-morrow. An unbiased judgment is that 
to-day’s afiair here was a fizzle. While the Sena- 
tor was being escorted through the crowd into 
the House of Representatives Gen. Hooker's 
pockets were picked and he lost his pocketbook 
and money. Others were also robbed. 

“He never lost New-York,” is what all the 
Hill lecturers at railway stations have been in- 
structed tosay. Then David worke the Force 
billand ‘the great Democratic Party” for all 
they are worth. When the train slowed at 
Cleveland, Tenn., last night there was a call for 
Hill. “I can’t neglect this town,” said the 
Senator, and he went out and made a speech. 
Juat after he returned to the car there was a 
vigorous cheer for Grover Cleveland. The 
reel yell was heard here in the House to-day. 

Justas Mr. Hill concluded his speech to the 
Legisiature R. E. Wilson. Secretary of the 
Democratic State Committee, said to Tur 
TIMEs’S correspondent:. ‘* From the best infor- 
mation Iean get from the leaders of the Demo- 
crats of the State my judgment is that Missis- 
sippi will send an uninstructed delegation to 
Chicago. Our object is to win, and we think it 
best to send delegates left free to do what they 
think best after seeing and conferring with 
Democrats from all the States.” 

At the conclusion of to-day’s exercises in the 
House ** Hi” Henry introduced fulsome resolu- 
tions thanking Hill for his address. They were 
adopted.

REFORM LEAGUE ANSWERS CHAIR- 
MAN CLARKSON’S LETTER. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 15.—The Reform Re- 
publican League has prepared an answer to 
Clarkson's defense of Senator Quay. Among 
other things it says: 

“The charge of the embezzlement of $260,000 of 
State tunds brought against Mr. Quay by two lead- 
ing newspapers of New-York, if it were a calumny, 
could have been quickly disposed of had Mr. Quay 
seen fit to follow the course which he recently pur- 
sued whea certain newspapers accused him falsely— 
a prow pt suit for libel would have been an effective 
demonstiation of innocence, or a request for testi- 
mony to alleged witnesses (of whom the Hon. Wayne 
Mac Veagh was one) of the evidence of his guilt 
would have satisfactorily disposed of the scanidai. 

“ But Mr. Quay neither sued nor asked the gentle- 
men referred to tospeak. Thus he secured Kepub- 
lican defeat in the State Gubernatorial campaign of 
180, in which his public character was inade the 
issue of the campaign. 

“itison account of the record which Mr. Quay 
has himself made that ‘makes the friends of good 
government and of the Republican Party to call for 
his retirement. Mr. Quay’s party services, wiile 
apparently great on some occasions, as viewed from 
the narrow standpoint of momentary party success, 
are trifling when weighed in the balance with the 
injury his record and methods have done the party's 
prestige and good name; these have caused thou- 
sands to waver in party allegiance or to drop out of 
party ranks. 

* His chairmanship of the National Republican 
Committee has certainly not prevented the reduo- 
tion of the Republican majority in the House of 
Representatives to a small mivority. His control 
of the party in Pennsylvania, with its normal ma- 
jority of 70,000, did not prevent the election ofa 
Democratic Governor in 1882 and 1890, and in the 
last election it was found necessary for Kepublican 
organs and speakers to assure the voters’ that their 
candidates were of such high character that they 
could not possibly have owed their nomination 10 
Mr. Quay. 

“The Republican Party became great because it 
stood for ‘great moral ideas,’ but such ideas in Mr. 
(«juay’s public record are conspicuous only by their 
mbsence. It is the conviction thathe has become a 
hindrance to his party, and that his political meth- 
ods are not in accord with public interest, which has 
induced the Pennsylvania Republican Association, 
the Reform Republican League, and thousands of 
other sincere Republicans to enlist their efforts to 
prevent his re-election to the Senate, which efforts, 
there is excelient reason to believe, will prove suc- 
cessful, for Republicans have opened their eyes to 
the fact that Republicanism and Quayism cannot 
exist together.”’

BERING SEA. 


PRESIDENT MAY SOON GIVE THE 
BRITISH MINISTER A NUDGE, 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—The Cabinet meet- 

ing to-day was attended by all the members ex- 

. 

cept Secretaries Blaine, Foster, and Noble. The 
issue of proclamations of retaliation against 
those countries which have refused to enter into 
reciprocal trade relations with the United 
States, under the terms of the McKinley act, 
was the principal subject of discussion, and it 
was decided to issue proclamations of this char- 
acter at once against three countries of South 
America. 

These are understood to be Colombia, Haiti, 
and Venezuela, but this cannot be stated posti- 
tively at this time. 

The Bering Sea question was referred to only 
incidentally atthe meeting. It is pretty well 
settled that nothing further will be done until 
Lord Salisbury replies to the President’s note of 
the 8th inst. insisting onarenewal of the modus 
vivendi. 

If, however, a response is not soon received, 
itis understood that the President will call the 
attention of the British Minister here to the 
fact that this Government is awaiting Lord Sal- 
isbury’s reply to the President's note of the Sth 
inst., and asking that the matter be brought to 
his attention. 

LONDON, March 15.—The St. James's Gazette 
to-day publishes a letter signed “A Member of 
the House of Commons,’ in which the writer 
expresses the hope that England will not insist 
upon her claims in the Bering Sea matter, legit- 
imate as he believes them to be, as such insiat- 
ance will mean the annihilation of a valuable 
industry.

A BIG COAL SWINDLE. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—William E. Hodge, a 
dealer who has supplied coal to the Washington 
Arsenal for the past five years, was arrested te- 
day on a charge of grand larceny. 

About a week ago the Winter's supply of coal 
was found to have been exhausted. The orders 
which have been issued on the supply during 
the past Winter were checked up, and it was 
found that the deficiency amounted to 
900 tons. Detectives were set to work on 
the case, and secured an admission from Sergt. 
William B. Rapp, who superintended the weigh- 
ing of the coal as it was delivered, that he had 
been paid $60 by Hodge to sign receipts for 
coal never delivered. Rapp is also under arrest.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 15.—Because of the 
mad-dog scare prevailingin Plainfield Acting 
Mayor Ginna to-day issued a proclamation, call- 
ing upon dog owners to let none of their ani- 


mals run at large unmuzzied, and instructing 
the police not only to impound all dogs found 
running oat large, but also to arrest the dog 
owner violating the prohibitory ordinance.

GREAT ALARM IN PARIS 


ANOTHER DYNAMITE EXPLOSION 
ATTRIBUTED TO ANARCHISTS. 


MUCH DAMAGE AT THE LOBAU BAR- 
RACKS, NEAR THE HOTEL DE VILLE— 
REPRESSIVE MEASURES PROPOSED— 
MORE CARTRIDGES STOLEN. 


Panis, March 15.—A terrible explosion oo- 
curred at 1:25 A. M. to-day at the Lobau Bar- 
racks, occupied by the Republican Guard, ad- 
jJoining- the Hétel de Ville. The barracks aro 
ocoupied by 800 guards, a large number of whom 
were asleep. Suddenly awakened by the tre- 
mendous roar and shock, the men sprang for 
the doors and windows, thinking that any mo- 
ment the walls would come toppling down upon 
them. The streets in the vicinity were soon 
filled with an excited crowd. 

It was found that a dynamite cartridge had 
been placed upon the ledge of a window of the 
messroom, which is on the ground floor of the 
barracks. Pieces of the copper casing of the 
cartridge and bits of afuse were found. The 
guards escaped without injury, and the only 
harm done was to the- barracks ant the build- 
ings in the vicinity. The material damage done 
Was great. Hundreds of windows were shat 
tered, and the walls of the barracks and other 
buildings bear the traces of the explosion. 

In the messroom was a large and very heavy 
table. This was completely wrecked. Every 
chair in the room had been blown from its place. 
The side of the barracks on which the explosion 
occurred presents the appearance of having 
been riddled with shot. There is not a single 
whole pave of glass in the windows, and the 
window frames are torn and jagged. Opposite 
the barracks stands the Church of 8t. Gervaise. 
Many of the windows in the church were ground 
to atoms by the shock. The painted windows 
were works of the thirteenth century and the 
damage is irreparable. : 

One of the crowd that gathere® around 
stated that he was approaching the barracks, 
and while yeta little distance away he saw a 
man wearing a blouse run through Rue Francis 
Miron. A minute afterward he saw a bright 
flash and heard a terrific report. He was 
almost blown from his feet. 

A sentine! who was on duty at another part 
of the barracks says that he sawtwo men near 
the barracks, but they seemed to be doing 
nothing that warranted his interference, so he 
said nothing tothem. These men soon walked 
away, and the sentinel thought nothing more 
about them until after the explosion. 

A judicial inquiry into the explosion was 
started at the earliest possible moment, and the 
investigation is still in progress. Experts have 
examined the fragments of copper found by the 
police, and their investigation leads to the be- 
lief that the shell used was that of one of the 
melinite cartridges used by the army, but that 
the melinite had been removed and the shell 
filled with picrate of potassium. 

A Cabinet Council was held this afternoon, at 
which President Carnot signed a bill introducing 
a clause in the Penal Code making the willful 
destruction of property by means of explosives 
punishable with death. The bill was presented 
in the Chamber of Deputies to-day, and, reply- 
ing to questions asked by several members, M. 
Loubet, the Premier, said that the explosions 
caused by Anarchists were not the work of 
French subjects. He further said that precau- 
tionary measures are now being taken which 
ought to insure the safety of the inhabitants of 
Paris against such manifestations. 

The frequency of Anarchist outrages of late 
has caused a general feeling of consternation in 
Paris. Itis believed that the Anarchists will 
gain courage from their immunity from arrest, 
for the police have not succeeded in detecting 
the authors of any of the explosions, and seri- 
ous apprebensions are felt regarding the action 
they may take on May Day. 

Interviews have been had with two of the 
Anarchist leaders who are known to their col- 
leagues as Companions X and Z. They made no 
attempt to disguise their sinister intenttons. 
They said: 


“We have begun awaral’outrance. We have 
long since abandoned hope of obtaining any- 
thing from Socialism or legal action. The laws 
are made solely for the purpose of safe-guarding 
capital and property. The final struggle is 
commencing. Les, it is by terror that we will 
overcome the present state of things. We can- 
not upset it in any other way. We are solidly 
organized. We have no papers as an organized 
society, but there is an invisible link which 
serves as an organization. Each man acts on 
his own account, without informing anybody of 
his plans save two or three companions who 
assist him.” 


Another theft of dynamite cartridges has been 
discovered by the authorities, and this fact has 
greatly increased the prevailing uneasiness. 

The officials at Chambéry, a city in the De- 
partment of Savoy, forty-five miles distant 
from Geneva, were astounded to-day when it 
was found thata magazine at that place had 
been broken into by force and that thirty-two 
dynamite cartridges had been stolen. It is 
feared that these have fallen into the hands of 
the Anarchists.

THE COMMISSION IN VIENNA—ITALY’S 
SILVER COINAGE. 


VIENNA, March 15.—In giving his views be- 
fore the Currency Commission to-day, Prof. 
Pilat of Lemberg advocated bimetallism. Herr 
Menger of Vienna advised the postponement 
of the settlement of the ratio of values and 
the coinage of gold until the necessary stook of 
gold bas been acquired. 

PaRis, March 15.—It having been semi-official- 
ly announced that the French Government, 
being sounded regarding the matter of the issue 
of minor silver coins in Italy, had decided to 
adhere tothe terms of the Monetary Conven- 
tion, the Italian Government denies that it in- 
tended to put forth a fresh issue of silver coins. 


THE BLACK FLAG IN LISBON.

UNEMPLOYED WORKKMEN PARADE CRY- 
ING FOR “‘BREAD OR PRISON.” 


LisBon, March 15.—A large number of the un- 
employed workmen ofthis city held a proces- 
sion to-day. They carried numerous black flags 
on which were inscribed the words, “‘ Bread or 
Prison.”” The paraders halted at some of the 
public buildings and loudly demanded that alms 
be given to them. The police attempted to sup- 
press the demonstration, but the small force of 
officers on duty was unable to cope with the 
large number of processionists. Reinforcements 
were soon received, however, and they finally 
succeeded in checking any disorder. 


THE COAL MINERS’ STRIEE, 
—_—~<>——— 
NO FAMINE PRICES ANTICIPATED BY 
LONDON DEALERS. 


LonpDoN, March 15.—Coal shipments from the 
Tyne are at astandstill, in consequence of the 
miners’ holiday. Forty coal steamers are lying 
at the docks there unable to get cargoes.

NINE BRITISH INON-CLADS TO ESCORT

ALEXANDRIA, March 15.—Nine British iron- 
clads have arrived here. The object of their 
visit is to receive Eyoub Pasha, tke Sultan's 
envoy, who is the bearer of the firman of in- 
vestiture of Prince Abbas as Khédive of Egypt. 
Eyoubd Pasha is also the bearer of the Grand 
Cordon of the Ordor of the Medjidieh, with dia- 
monds, which the Sultan has conferred upon 
the Khédive. 

The departure of the envoy from Constanti- 
nople was delayed by the careful study of the 
wording of the new tirman and the necessary 
fitting out of the ships appointed to convey the 
special mission to Alexandria. This accounts 
for the delay in the receipt of the firman of in- 
vestiture, which has caused considerable com- 
ment in political circles.

RECIPROCITY WITH FRANCE.

AMERICAN PRODUCTS ADMITTED UNDER 
THE MINIMUM DUTIES. 


PARIS, March 15.—-President Carnot to-day 
signed the commercial reciprocity convention 
with the United States. 

The American products admitted by the con- 
vention under the French minimum duties 
are canned meats, fresh and dried table fruits, 
except raisins; rough-hewn or sawn timber, 
wood paving blocks, stave wood for casks, hops, 
pears, and compressed apples. 

In return the United States places hides, su- 
gar, and molasses imported from France and 
her colonies on the free list. 

In regard to the pork imports difficulty, France 
maintains the right to seize meat provedto be 
infected with trichine—a regulation to which 
the American Governinent assents. 





THE EIDERS PERIL.

A HEAVY GALE THREATENING TO DE- 
* STROY THE STEAMER. 


LonpDon, Maroh15.—A heavy southwest gale 
prevails in the English Channel to-day. A 
heavy sea is running and this prevents all 
salvage work on the stranded steamer Elder. 
The steamer to-day is completely deserted. 
The storm added to the severe damages which 
the Eider had already sustained, portions of the 
vessel being smashed and torn by the heavy 
seas and washed overboard. So terrible was 
the batteringshe received that it seemed im- 
possible for any vessel, much less one in the 
Eider’s dilapidated condition, to withstand the 
assaults made on her, and as it is, considerable 
wreckage from the steamer is floating around to 
bear testimony to the ocean’s violence. The 
fury of the gale abated somewhat as the even- 
ing set in.

PREHISTORIC STATUES FOUND. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 15.—A most re- 
markable find has been made at Jolly’s Island, 
atthe mouth of the Hawassee River, in this 
State. The recent heavy rains and consequent 
flood unearthed seven prehistoric statues on 
land belonging to J. H. French of Nashville. 

The figures show a well-developed knowledge 
of the art of sculpture in the time of the mound 


builders or a race antedating them. In each 
case the statues represent kneeling figures. 

One is unmistakably the figure of an Indian. 
Another is a negro, the others being Mon- 
golians. The attitude and expression denotes 
devotion to the peorer deity. 

It is expected that these specimens will be 
sent to the Smithsonian Institution of Washing- 
ton. 





WAITERS SAVE THEIR BEARDS. 

Boston, March 15.—The order of J. Reed 
Whipple & Co., proprietors of Young's Hotel

PROVIDENCE, R. L, March 15.—The machine 
dominated the State Convention of the Repub- 
licans of Rhode Island, which was held here to- 
day. That was manifested, notso much by the 
selection of the State ticket, the candidates for 
which were slated long ago, as by the strained 
manner of the orators, the evident manu- 
factured enthusiasm, and the satisfaction with 
which the party bosses viewed the smoothness 
and unanimity of the gathering. 

D. Russell Brown of this city was nominated 
for Governor, although a large number of the 
delegates would have preferred the renomina- 
tion of Gov. Ladd. There is hardly any doubt 
that the latter desired a renomination, but his 
advocacy of the measure for closing the polls at 
5 o'clock, thereby disfranchising large numbers 
of workingmen, operated against such a poss!i- 
bility. Mr. Brown has been an aspirant for 
Gubernatorial honors fora numberof years, 
and, as a natural result, is not considered a re- 
markably strong candidate. 

But Lieut. Gov. Stearns was also shelved, 
though he is a kindly-uatured, genial old gen- 
tleman, very popular with the working classes 
through his generous treatment of the large 
numbers of employes of the Union Wadding 
Works, with which he is connected. His suc- 
cessor upon the ticket is Col. Melville Bull, 
State Senator from Middletown and the first 
lieutenant in Rhode Island of ex-Gov. George 
Peabody Wetmore. Col. Bull’s nomination is 
for the alleged purpose of bringing Newport 
County into line. There is still an undercurrent 
of dissatisfaction there, where Senator Aldrich 
does not enjoy any great degree of popularity. 
Col. Bull's nomination is expected to allay this 
feeling, and will doubtless do so in a large 
measure, on account of the great popularity 
and personal strength of the nominee. 

For Secretary of State George H. Utter ‘vas 
renominated. Mr. Utter comes from Westerly 
and is a strong candidate. For Attorney Gen- 
eral Robert W. Burbank of this city was renom- 


inated, as was General Treasurer Samuel Clark 
of Lincoln. 

E. L. Freeman of Lincoln was Chairman of 
the convention, and the platform adopted was 
as follows:

Blaine for the successful mauner in which they have 
conducted the negotiations and secured arrange- 
ments to carry this wise legislation into effect.

HE IS DISTRESSED BECAUSE ASKED TO 


STATE HIS PREFERENCE. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—That story published 
in Tue Times reporting the visit of a small del 
egation of North Carolina Democrats to Hill's 
rooms to dioker with him about the delegation 
from the old North State has provoked the ad- 
mirers of Senator Ransom to make strong de- 
nials of the suggestion that he is for Hill. On 
the contrary, he is asserted to be a warm sup- 
porter of Mr. Cleveland for a nomination and 
against Hill.

MASSACHUSETTS 
VIEWS. 


Boston, March 15.—8 A. Southwick, who 
has manufactured kip leather for the past thir- 
ty-five years in Peabody and who has never 
shut down on account of dull business, will 
close his factory the middle of this week for an 
indefinite period, and may never resume busi- 
ness at Peabody again. 

He says that he cannot get back a new dollar 
for an old one, and he does not want to do busi- 
ness ata loss any longer. He thinks that the 
outlook for an improvement of the leather in- 
dustry in the East is discouraging, and that in 
a short time the market will be overstocked 
with the light grades of leather which are now 
keeping a few of the large concerns busy. 

The only hope, he says, for prosperity in the 
leather industry is in building up a foreign mar- 
ket for American boots and shoes. He oalou- 
lates that there are 65,000,000 people in this 
country, and the leather manufacturers can turn 
out leather for 95,000,000, and it is this large 
overproduction which has ruined the business. 
From this there scems to be no relief except 
through an export trade. 

Mr. Southwick believes that the tendency of 
the leather industry is toward the West, and 
that In the future the greater partof the busi- 
ness will be done there.

ALBANY, March 15.—* Boss” McLaughlin of 
Brooklyn has got his pound of flesh. Gov. 
Flower this morning sent to the Senate the 
nomination of Alfred C. Chapin, ex-Mayor, and 
the present Congressman from the Third Dis- 
trict, to succeed Isaac VY. Baker, Jr., a8 a mem- 
ber of the Railroad Commission. This completes 
the division of the spoils. To Edward Murphy, 
Jr., Chairman of the Democratic State Commit. 
tee, was given the postof Superintendent of 
Public Works and the Superintendent of Build- 
ings; to Lieut. Gov. Sheehan the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction; to Richard Croker, 
“boss” of Tammany Hall, the Health Officer of 
the Port of New-York. 

Mr. McLaughlin came up from Brooklyn yes- 
terday to see the Governor, who had been 
spending Sunday in Watertown, but found that 
he had not returned. Immediately after break- 
fast this morning he went to the Executive 
Chamber, received assurance that the nomina- 
tion would go in to-day, and left Albany on the 
noon train. 

When the nomination was read from the desk, 
Senator McCarren (Dem., Kings,) asked that im- 
mediate action be taken upon it, since it was 
customary to show that courtesy to ex-Senators 
and to ex-State officers. Senator Erwin (Rep., 
St. Lawrence,) wanted it referred to a com- 
mittee, inorder that the minority might have 
an opportunity to look up the law creating the 
Railroad Commission. It was his impression 
that the law provided that the board should be 
non-partisan, and the appointment of Mr. Cha- 
pin meant the taking out of the commission of 
the only Republican init. He considered this a 
most unjust thing, and deprecated making the 
commission a purely political body. Whatever 
the terms of the original act were, the spirit of 
it was that it should be non-partisan in its charm 
acter. 

“This law,” interrupted Senator McClellan 
(Dem., Westchester,) “‘ was enacted by a Demo- 
cratic Legislature and signed by a Demoeratie 


Governor, and there is no provision in it- con- 
cerning the non-partisanship of the board. {It 
provides simply that the appointees shall be 
citizens of the State.” 

This statement was a great surprise to those 
members of the Senate whohad been members 
of the Legislature when the law was enacted in 
1S82. Senator O'Connor (Rep. Broome,) sent 
for the law, and found that it was passed in 
1882 and was signed by Gov. Cornell. Mr. Er- 
win read the act, which provided that tne first 
commission should be composed of a Repub- 
lican, a Democrat, and a man recommended by 
the labor interests. This nomination of 
Chapin’s was the first attempt to make the 
board partisan, he declared, the spirit of the 
law having been observed by every Governor 
until the present one. 

Senator Cantor (Dem., New-York,) thought 
that this objection to an immediate confirma- 
tion was merely the last gasp of the minority to 
retain its only State office. ‘Phis ended the dis- 
cussion and the yeas and nays were called for 
on the nomination, resultingin 17 for and 11 
against—a strictly party division. 

When Senator Aspinall’s (Rep., Kings,) name 
was called he paid a high tribute to the charac- 
ter of Mr. Chapin, and said that in ordinary 
circumstances he would be more than glad to 
vote for him, but that he was once more obliged 
to bow to the lash of the Republican leader and 
vote with his party. Senator Edwards (Ind. 
Rep., Cattaraugus,) voted with the Republicans, 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Chapin when he as- 
6umes the duties of his office will spend a little 
more timein Albany than he did while State 
Controller, or tBan he has in Washington since 
he has been Congressman. ‘The term of oflice is 
flve years and the salary $8,000 a year. The 
board'as at present composed consists of three 
‘Democrats—Mesers. Rickard, Beardsley, and 
Chapin. Messra. Rickard and Beardsley both 
hail from Utica. 

Gov. Flower, after a Sunday spent in contem- 
plation in Watertown, returned to Albany in a 
special train, which arrived at 12:30 o’clock 
this morning. In the forenoon he dispatched 
to the Senate a cargo of appointments, 
many of which were complimentary to sev- 
erai oid political friends. Uaving satisfied 
the demands of Hill, Croker, Murphy, McLaugh- 
lin, and Sheehan, Gov. Flower is now manifest- 
ing a disposition to take care of his own. The 
long-expected Port Warden and Harbormaster 
nominations came in with the rest. The major- 
ity of bee tee pe were appointed to oftice 
by Gov. Cornell eleven or twelve years ago, and 
have held on because a Republican Senate re- 
fused to confirm the nominations of a Demo- 
cratic Governor. 

The Governor’s old friend and long-continued 
tooter, Thomas M. Lynch, succeeds Port Warden 
Isaac W. Edsall, whose term long since expired. 
Lynch is one of the original Flowermen. Ho 
began to sound Flower’s praises as far back aa 
1879, when Robinson, Kelly, and Cornell were 
the candidates for Governor. Lynch is a Water- 
town man, & saloon keeper in New-York, for- 
merly represented the Twenty-fourth Ward in 
the Board of Aldermen of that city, is wealthy, 
independent, and a blind worshipper of the 
Governor's. 

Another ardent friend of Mr. Flower, who has 
received reward for past services, is ex-Con- 
gressman Nicholas Muiler, the senior, who has 
served two terms in the Assembly, 18 
and three terms in Congress from the Fifth 
New-York—the Battery and Staten Island dis- 
trict. Mr: Muller was appointed one of the 
Commissioners of Quarantine, a position whieh, 
by virtue of his long and continued experience 
as the Battery representative of the Erie Rail- 
way, he is competent to fill He succeeds 
Thomas C. Piatt’s old friend, John A. Nichols of 
Brooklyn. - 

Col. Michael C. Murphy was nominated for 
Port Warden in place of Franklin G. Comstock, 
who has held office since March 31,1880. It 
was a fitting commentary On the mutability of 
politics that Col. Murphy’s successor in the Sea- 
ate, the man who three years ago defeated him 
tor the office, Col. William L. Brown, movedand 
secured his immediate contirmation. The other 
nominations made by the Governor were re- 
ferred to appropriate committees, and were as 
follows:

The name of Col. Michael C. Murphy, who has 
been appointed a Port Warden, ie familiar to 
every one who has followed the course of poli- 
tics in this State for twenty yoars ra3t.

MoGroarty has run a saloon next to the 
Academy of Music in Montague Street, Brook- 
lyn, for fifteen years, and has accumulated a 
fortune. His place has long been one of the 
headquarters of the sporting members of the 
locai politicalring. It wasinthe basement of 
this resort that a disgraceful fracas over a WO- 
man ocourred several years ago at 3 o'clock in 
the morning. The Emerald ball was in prog- 
ress in the Academy ot Music, and MoGroarty’s 
suioon was in full swing up stairs and 
Gown stairs and in the basement. In the 
latter portion of the premises werg & 
man anda woman drinking champagne. The 
woman was a well-known character, whose hus- 
band was killed by her son. Detective Patrick 
Carr of the Brooklyn Central Office joined the 
drinking party, and arow ensued. Champagne 
bottles were hurled by the woman and her com- 
panion, a man got his head broken, the wo- 
man hid, snd Carr vanished in the excitement. 
The man with the broken head was carted 
away, and, although the news of the row 
reached the First District Police Station, it did 
not get on the blotter. It leaked out afterward, 
however, and Detective Carr was allowed to re- 
sign, a Police Sergeant was reduced to the 
ranks, and the officer on the beat was severely 
punished. 

MecGroarty got off without so much as a com- 
plaint against his place, although it was open 
in direct violation of the excise laws. 

Nicholas Muller, who has been reappointed & 
Port Warden at Quarantine, has been promi- 
nent fortwenty years as a railroad man and 

olitical leader. He began his railroad career 
nthe passenger department of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. Then he handled the immli- 
grant businessof the Central Railroad of New- 
Jerscy. Afterward he did the same work 
for the Erie Road, and gave up that position 
te become General Passenger Agent of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rallroad. 
He heid that position until 1887, and since has 
done alarge business as a ticket agent at the 
immigrant stations. He was for many years & 
leader of the County Democracy forces in the 
First Assembly District. He has served two 
terms inthe State Legislature and two in Con- 
gress. 

Thomas M. Lynch, who has been appointed a 
Port Warden, is a saloon keeper and an ex- 
Alderman. He was defeated for a re-election 
as Alderman at the last election. His Nassau 
Street barroom is a popularresort for down- 
town politicians. His claim for appointment 

robably lies in the fact that, like Gov. Flower, 
eis a Watertown man and has been able to do 
many small services for Mr. Flower. 

Port Wardens get fees that will aggregate up- 
ward of $3,000 a year. The position isa sub- 
stantial sinecure, There are nine Port War- 
dens. Three must be nautical men and one must 
be a resident o? Brooklyn. Their pay comes 
from fees levied on all vessels entering this 
harbor. Two of the nine must live at Quaran- 
tine and board all incoming vessels that are de- 
tained by the Health Officer. They have the 
appointment and licensing of pilot#, and are 
called upon to decide whether owners or insur- 
ers are liable for damage to cargoes. 

The appointment of Josephine Shaw Lowell 
in place of Sarah M. Carpenter as a Commis- 
sioner of the State Board of Charity is the re- 
turn of a noted philanthropist to an office she 
tilled with great credit from 1876 until Gov. 
Hill removed her to give her place to Mra. Car- 
peaer. She is one of the best known women 

nthe country in connection with charitable 
work. 

Anthony Clinchy, whose nomination as In- 
epector of Gas Meters, in the place of Ferdi- 
nand Elrhart, was yesterday sent to the Senate 
by Gov. Flower, was born in County Longford, 
Treland, forty-nine years ago, aud came to this 
country when seven years old. He has lived in 
New-York City since 1850, and for thirty years 
has been in business as a plumber in the Seven- 
teenth Ward. His present place of business is 
115 East Ninth Street. He has taken an active 
nterestin politics for many years, andup to 
1884 was a leader of the County Democracy. 
He then Went over to the Tammany organiza- 
tion, and has affiliated with Tammany ever 
since. Heisa member of the Fourteenth As- 
sembly District Committee and is a close personal 
friend of Mayor Grant. The salary of the In- 
tpectors of Gas Meters is $1,500 per annum. 


A SURPRISE FOR BROOKLYN. 


MR. CHAPIN’S FRIENDS NOT 
PLEASED APPOINTMENT. 


The news that Alfred O. Chapin had been ap- 
pointed Railroad Commissioner was a great 
surprise to the ex-Mayor’s friends in Brooklyn, 
but their surprise was as nothing compared to 
their regret. Mr. Chapin has a great many 
sincere friends in the city of his home, notwith- 
standing the existence of a general belief to the 
contrary, and they felt confident afew years 
ago that he had a great future in public life. 
They admired his course as an Assembly- 
man, and pointed with pride to the fact 
that he became Speaker of *the Assembly 
at a very early age The four years 


he spentin the Office of State Controller they 
looked upon as beneficial in that they were 
years of study of financial problems, and the 
rejoiced exceedingly when he was first nomi- 
nated for Mayor. His able management of that 
oflice for two years attracted still more friends, 
who triumphantly re-elected him. But then the 
idol began to totter on its throne, and its wor- 
shipers melted away. That second term as 
Mayor was disastrous, and the incumbent went 
out of otlice under a very black cloud, which 
was notat all relieved by the very palpable 
deol by which he was nominated fer Congress 
in place of Mr. Boody. 

his nomination of Chapin will leave the 
Second Congressional District in a very bad 
way indeed. The politiciats seem to think they 
can treat the voters of that district in any way 
they please. After David A. Boody had been 
elected to Congress they forced him to resign 
even before he had had an opportunity to oc- 
cupy his seat, merely in order to enable them to 
give Chapin, discredited though he was in his 
conduct of the Mayoralty, a comfortable job. 
This special election cost the people $40,000, 
Chapin’s term in Congress has still a year to 
run, but he is to resign that office and so neces- 
fitate another special election or let the people 
of his district go unrepresented in Congress 
until December, 1893. 

If Gov. Flower calls a special election now to 

lithe vacancy it will cost about $50,000; if 

e does not, the man elected next November 
atthe regular election will have to be chosen 
both forthe unexpired term of Chapin and for 
the full term beginning in December, 1893. 
Bo that the 200,000 people inthis district will 
have to go unrepresented or pay out about 

50,000 forthe privilege of seeing Chapin re- 

uced from a Congressman to a State Railroad 
Commission or. 

No one in Brooklyn had thought of Chapin for 
this office, and such prominent party men «8 
Mayor Boody and ex-Register Kane discredited 
the statement for some time. “I had no idea,” 
said Mr. Boody, “that Mr. Chapin had any 
thought of giving up his seat in Congress. I 
regard a seatin Congress as the most desirable 
fora man in public life. The Mayor’s office is 
not so attractive tome.” It was said yester- 
Gay that even Hugh McLaughlin had no idea 
of seeing Chapin nominated until late on 
Monday, when he hurried off to Albany and 
fixed up the deal with Gov. Flower. There 
was also considerable talk about the part that 
Austin Corbin played in this matter, and he was 
credited with having been the first to suggest 
Chapin for the place. The new Commissioner 
was formerly counsel for Mr. OCorbin’s Long 
Island Railroad, and his relations with that 
gentieman have always been very intimate. 

Brooklyn had three very active candidates for 
this office, Tax Collector Alden & Swan, William 
Hudson, now Secretary of the Commission, and 
ex-Senator John ©. Jacoba McoLaughblin fa- 
vored none of them.

OLD WOUNDS REOPENED 


THE SENATORIAL FRAUDS DISs- 


SENATOR SAXTON’S RESOLUTION TO 
AMEND THE CONSTITUTION SO THAT 
THE COURTS MAY DECIDE LEGIS5- 
LATIVE CONTESTS ADOPTED. 


ALBANY, March 15.—The concurrent resolu- 
tion introduced by Senator Saxton (Rep., 
Wayne,) providing for an amendment to the 
Constitution, giving the courts instead of the 
Legislature power to decide contested election 
cases, was the special order of the day in the 
Senate. Senator Saxton made a vigorous speech 
for the resolution, which was passed last yea: 
by the Legislature. He reviewed the contest- 
ed election cases of last Autump, and 
said that the obvious moral to be 
drawn from them was that the Legis- 
lature was not fitted to decide as to 
the eligibility of its members. He said that the 
constitutional provision existed entirely with- 
outreason. The amendment would not take 
any powers from the Legislature. It would 
simply give the courts power to decide who 
were members of the Legislature in a judicial 
way and freed fromall partisanship. He thought 
that the events of last Fall would have dragged 
the ermine in the mire were it possible to do so, 
but that on the whole the courts had shown that 
they were worthy of the confidence placed in 
them. 

Senator Osborne (Dem., Dutchess,) had said 
recently that he occupies his seat in accordance 
with the decision of the courts. If he believed 
this he (Saxton) should not now be advocating 
the adoption of this amendment. He was very 
sure that Senator Osborne did not know exactly 
how he got to the Senate; if he did, he would 
regard the occurrences in Dutchess as disgrace- 
ful. Figures had been falsified and transferred 
and forgery had been committed to make out a 


majority for Senator Osborne. Application had 
been made to an honest Democratic Judge, who 
had ordered thatthe proper réturn should be 
forwarded to the State Board of Canvassers. 
It was not forwarded, and the State 
Board did not wait for it, but went 
aueal and seated Mr. Osborne. This never 
would have happened if the courts bad had 
absolute power to settle the case. The con- 
spiracy would never have been conceived or 
carried out, and the certificate would never 
have been awarded to Mr. Osborne had that 
been the case. Senator Deane was dead, but 
there were those left who had the right to in- 
vestigate the title of Senator Osborne to his 
seat. He himself had offered a resolution em- 
powering the Democratic Judiciary Committee 
to investigate the whole matter, and Senator 
Osborne, the man who should have been 
the tirst to court an investigation, 
had voted to defeat the resolution and to cut off 
debate upon it. Senator Saxton then cited the 
case of the Congressional Rockwell-Noyes con- 
test, in which the Court of Appeals had decided 
that Noyes was entitled to his seat. No move 
had been made to give Mr. Noyes his rights. To 
give the courts power to decide election cases 
would be to get rid of one of the greatest lezis- 
lative nuisances 

Senator Osborne (Dem., Dutchess,) then be- 
gan his explanation of how he came to be elect- 
ed, showing a> good deal of bitterness toward 
his Republican colleagues in what he said. He 
began his defense by ‘*‘ despising the low, petty 
manner of the attack upon him.”” He was will 
ing, he said, to rest upon the decision of the 
Court of Appeals, and upon the opinion of 
prominent Democratic newspapers. He thtén 
went into the old story of the quad-marked bal- 
lots, already so often priuted and as often ex- 
piloded. He thought that Senator Saxton would 
have done what he had done had he been 
placed in the same position. He had as much 
right to his seat as had the Senator from the 
Twenty-eighth.

Senator itrwin. 

**] do,’ said Osborne. 

“How?” asked Erwin. 

Senator Cantor at this point interrupted to 
say thatachief lieutenant of Tom Platt (Lou 
Payn) had broken into a polling place and 
changed the returns. 

“That's a lie!” shouted Erwin. 

“Oh, well, it was done under the direction of 
Payn, if you want the man’s name,” retorted 
Cantor. 

Bevator Parker, (Dem., Albany,) who was in 
the chair, broke the handle of his gavel in his 
attempt to restore order, andto give Senator 
Osborne an opportunity to continue his defense. 
That gentleman, resuming, sald that ballots 
were marked for identification in Fishkill be- 
sides the marked bailots. He knew that the 
Board of Canvassers of Dutchess County were 
as honorable men as was Senator Saxton, who 
reflected on himself in reflecting on them, since 
he was the father of the amendments to the Dal- 
lot-reform law, under which these ballots should 
have been destroyed. 

Senator Saxton corrected Mr. Osborne’s state- 
ment in regard to the destruction of ballots, 
and then read the affidavit of the Chairman of 
the Red Hook Canvassing Board in regard to 
the ballots which were wrongfully thrown out 
there, and which would have been sutfticient to 
have given the seat to the late Senator Deane. 

Senator O’Connor(Rep., Broome,) said that he 
was surprised that Mr. Osborne, whose gray 
head was on the edge of the grave, should giory 
in the frauds which took place in his district. 
He much preferred the modesty of Senator 
Walker (Dem., Steuben,) who recognized the fact 
thathe had been torced into his seat and was held 
there by the power of the party boss. This 
brought Walker to his feet in his maiden speech. 
He denied that he was heldin his seat by an 
party power. The Court of Appeals had decid- 
ei that Mr. Sherwood was ineligible. The 
Senate had seated him, and he gave fair notice 
that he intended to keep that seat and vote as 
independently and honestly as the Senator from 
the I'wenty-fourth Papier en AF Notice, he said, 
had uot posted of the ineligibility of Mr. Sher- 
wood. 

Continuing, Senator O’Connor said: 

“I did not intend to go quite so far. Isimply want 
to give an excuse why I changeon this proposition 
from the vote which I casi lastyear, I change be- 
cause I never supposed that high State officials like 
the State Returning Board—men bearing honorable 
reputations, and by reason of their position in the 
com vee 3 and their standing at the bar entitied to 
&® measurable amount of confidence from their fellow- 
citizens—l never supposed that it was within the 
rangsé of probabilities for State ollicials to descend to 
the dirty and criminal practices of the ward heeler. 
I suspected that caucuses might be manipu- 
lated, that returning boards of counties might 
be interiered with, and it was much bet- 
ter to put up with evils of that character 
than submit @ question of this}kind to the courts; but 
I never looked to such high functionaries as State 
officials elected by the entire people descending to 
criminal acts. When I was satisfied thatit was possible 
in this great Empire State to elect any body of men 
who are known as a State Returning Board who 
were willing to violate their oathsand ald in the per- 

etration of a fraud, and in bree ry ory ly ou 

enate, then I made up my mind that the evil ha 
Fone so far thatit ought to stop,and we had better take 
he proceeding into court, and let these bodies be so 
constituted that the source of the law-makin wer 
will, in this State at least, command the cobtidence 
of the people. And when I saw that iniquity 
carried further, and the man holding the office of 
Deputy Attorney General, a State official, whose 
duty it was to bring a knowledge of the true result 
to that board, conspiring, conniving, and, so far as 
the evidence has already disclosed, abstracting 
nm documents from a public oftice, in order that a 

ud might be committed, and honored with a seat 
on the bench of the Court of Appeals for his work, 
then, I said, itis about time that the ple of this 
State did something to take the validity of election 
returns out of the mane of returning boards, no 
—e how high-sounding their official characters 
may be.” 

Senator Cantor said that he was in favor of 
the resolution because Congress under Speaker 
a had abused its power in unseating mem- 

ere. The Court of Appeals had decided the 
cases of Senators Nichols and Walker. As to 
Senator Osborne, his election had been conceded 
by Senator Deane and the Republican press. 
Afterward the returns had been changed by the 
Republicans of the district, and finally it was 
announced that Deane had been re-elected. He 
had no doubt that Senator Osborne was fairly 
and honestly elected.

He thought that there were 8u- 
preme Court libraries enough, and that there 
should be no libraries located permanently unless 
it was reasonably certain that there would al- 
ways be a Supreme Court Judge there. 


THE HUCKLEBERRY BILL. 
In answer to the resolution introduced by 
Benator O’Connor last week, Commissioner 
Heintz of the annexed district has transmitted 


to the Senate his views of the “‘ Huckleberry” 
Road bil. He says:

= to be profitable. By this means the present 
Jegislature will be able to correct the fault of the 
old franchises which granted the company peermeuse 
without securing proper remuneration to the people. 
“Candor compels,ime to state that any new lines 
which may be constructed and operated on streets 
now embraced within the company’s present fran- 
chises, as wellas the line on the Southern Boule- 
vard, will not realize any profit on the investment 
for several years to come. In the future such lines 
will undoubtedly pay, but it will take some years be- 
fore that point is reached. Assuming that, if found 
necessary, the bill will be perfected so as to bring 
future franchises which may be acquired by the 
company under the provisions of the goneral rail- 
road law, I feel bound also to state that the pro- 
posed new system of street railway for this district, 
oo ng from the improved plant already partly es- 
blished, will undoubtedly be of great advantage 
to our residents, will add comfort to our present 
condition and largely enhance the value of real 
estate in all sections of the district.” 
The Senate Committee on Railroads is ina 
retty mess over the “ Huckleberry ’’ Road bill 
t met this afternoon in executive session with 
the intention of taking finai action upon the 
measure, but it didn’t. Senators Edwards, (Ind. 
Rep., Cattaraugus,) Walker, (Dem., Stenben,) 
and Mullin (Rep., Jeffersaon,) were against re- 
orting it at all, and Senators McCarty, (Dem., 
ings,) Hogan, (Vem., New-York,) and Plunkitt 
(Dem.,New-York,) were equally anxious to have 
it co to the Senate. Senator McClelland, (Dem., 
Westchester) the other member of the commit- 
tee, was not present. He had carefully absented 
himself from the meeting, as he has from all the 
hearings on the bill. He seems especially 
anxious not to go on record one way or the 
other. The committee, therefore, is in a dead- 
lock, and is likely to remain so, for Senator 
Walker has served notice on his leader that he 
is “agin’’ the measure, and that nothing can 
whip him into line. 


A NEW ELECTRIC COMPANY PROPOSED. 
Senator Cantor introduced a bill to-day incor- 
porating the ‘‘ Generali Electric Company.” He 
said that the various electric companies of the 
State intended to unite and to incorporate under 
the liberallaws of New-Jersey. This bill was 
introduced for the purpose of testing the senti- 


ment asto the driving away of companies by 
the harsh incorporation lews. Therefore, the 
bill exempted the proposed company from cer- 
tain provisions of such laws. The franchise 
tux is placed at one-half of 1 per cent., instead 
of 4g per cent., as required by law. The incor- 
porators named are Joseph P. Ord, A, Endi- 
cott Peabody, Frank 38. Hastings, James 
Jackson, A. Dana Greene, and Eugene Grittin, 
The purposes of the company are to manu- 
facture, buy, seil, and lease generators, motors, 
devices, supplies, and articles of every kind ap- 
ertaining in any way to the production, regu- 
ation, use, &c., of ote y | or electrical ap- 
aratus for the purpose of light, heat, power, 
ocomotion, telephony, telegrapby, or for any 
other use or purpose. The company is also 
authorized to acquire any works and plant, and 
in general all powers with which any company 
whatever engaged in the electrical business in 
any way is invested, and to carry ona general 
manufacturing business. The company is also 
given omnibus powers regarding patents 
and patent rights affecting eleetricity and 
electrical appliances, and power to borrow 
money. An exceedingly important provision is 
that the rights, powers, and privileges granted 
are not to be controlled, limited, or restricted 
by any existing statute or law of this State. but 
so faras such statute or laws are or might 
otherwise be inconsistent with the provisions 
of the act, they are deemed altered and 
amended so faras they may apply to this cor- 
poration. The capital stock is placed at $100,- 
000, and may be increased from time to time by 
the stockholders. There is also embodied a 
limitation upon the right of employes. 

Senator Cantor also introduced a Tax Commis- 
sion bill. It provides that one Commissioner 
shall be elected from the agricultural interests, 
one from the manufacturing interests, one from 
the commercial interests, one from the laboring 
interests, one from the banking interests, and 
two citizens who are experts on the subject, to 
examine into the whole system of taxation, and 
to revise and amend the State tax laws. The 
commission is to be appointed by the Governor, 
and each member is to receivea salary of $3,000 
@ year. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE ASSEMBLY, 

The Assembly passed the Supply bill and 
killed the Greater New-York bill with neatness 
and dispatch. Short work was made of both. 
The Supply bill went through without a word of 
debate, or a question asked, or an objection 
raised, or an explanation demanded—a most ex- 
traordinary proceeding, that staggered the old 
stagers and demonstrated what a successful 
year this has beeu for logrolling. Ninety-five 
affirmative votes were cast for it. 

The Greater New-York measure, however, pro- 
duced more or less debate of a flimsy and unin- 


teresting character. The New-York delegation 
opposed the bill, not on topographival or munic- 
ipal, but solely.on political grounds. With a 
eonsolidation of the two cities, the Boss Mc- 
Laughlin and the Tammany organization must 
either combine or fo to war for supremacy. 
Hence Kings opposition. 

Col. Webster (Dem., New-York,) expressed 
the conviction that coed gg yy! who opposed the 
bill—it was introduced by Webster—scarcely 
knew what they were talking about. It simply 
allowed the City of New-York to appropriate 
money to carry on the work of tho com mission, 
which should prepare a bill to submit the ques- 
tion to the people, 

Gen. Husted, (Rep., Westchester,) declared 
that the measure was Democratio in the largest 
acceptation of the word. The bill was killed, 
45 yeas to 54 nays, and the customary motion 
to reconsider and table was made by Uol. Web- 
ster. 

In its usual brisk if not particularly careful 
manner the Assembly passed a number of im- 
portant measures, among them the following, 
which are now in the hands of Gov. Flower: 

Senator Reesch’s (Dem., New-York,) permitting 
the Trustees of the Lengx Library to increase their 
number to twenty-four. 

Senator Cantor’s (Dem., New-York,) confirming 
the sales ofiand forming that part of the Croton 
Aqueduct between the southerly side of One Hun- 
dred and Thirteenth Street and the southerly side of 
Ninety-third Street, which have been siready dis- 
continaed. 

Senator Smith's (ep. Herkimer,) authorising an 
appraiser appointed by a Surrogate in collateral in- 
heritance cases to issue subpoenas and compel the 
attendance of witnesses and to take the evidence of 
the witnesses under oath concerning the property 
and the value involved. 

Mr. Plunkitt’s (Dem., New-York,) permitting a 
City Marshal to represent the owner or the landlord 
of a building in dispossess proceedings. 


The Assembly passed the following bills and 
sent them to the Senate: 

By Mr. Farquhar (Dem., New-York,)—Prohibit- 
ing the use of a tenement house for a stable or for 
storage of rags. 

By Mr. Shields (Dem., Kings,)—Rendering a per- 
son who boils bones within threé miles of city limits 
liable to puniahment for a misdemeanor. bs 

Mr. Plunkitt’s bill to provide for the estab- 
lishment of the system of block-tax assessment 
maps and records in New-York City, which went 
swimmingly throngh the Senate, died in the 
House to-day; cause, too much opposition. 

Mr. Frank Gardner’s Telephone Reductién 
bill was dropped in the box to-day by Mr. 
Malone, (Rep., Kings,) all of the New-York 
Members refusing to accep} the charge. The 
bill is practically the same which Mr. Blumen- 
thal introduced last year, three weeks before 
final adjournment, at the request of Mr. Gardner. 
It was refe to the Committee on Electricity, 
Gas, and Water Supply. 

Mr, Farquhar (Dem., New-York,) has offered 
another Tammany grab bill which proposes to 
deprive the Republicans of an Inspector in each 
of the election districts in the City of New-York, 
by reducing the number permitted by law from 
four to three—Tammany to have two, the Re- 
publicans one.

PLEAS FOR TARIFF REFORM 
CONTINUATION OF DEBATE 
THE FREE WOOL BILL. 


ON 


MR. COOMBS FINISHES HIS ARRAIGNMENT 
OF THE M’KINLEY BILL—MR, DOCK- 
ERY’S ANALYSIS OF PORTER’S FARM- 
MORTGAGE RETURNS. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—The tariff debate 
was continued in the House to-day, and Mr. 
Coombs (Dem., N. Y..) concluded his speech in 
favor of the Free Wool bill He said in part: 

“The time had passed when there was need for ex- 
travagant tarifis. He favored a tariff policy by 
which the financial condition of this Government 
could be so arranged that we should not be forever 
collecting more than we spent—oolliecting for one 

urpose and expending for another, It was for the 

nterest of all departments of manufacture and busi- 

ness that the tariff question should be taken out of 
politics. They would be relieved of the strain con- 
sequent on the uncertainty involved in political con- 
tests. With a reduction or abolition of the tariff on 
raw materials, an abHity to compete with foreign 
manufacturers on better terms would exist. No 
matter how this Congress cut down expenditures, it 
would not relieve the taxpayers of their burden so 
long as the present high taxation remained. 

the Government has no right to take from the 
pockets o the people, rich or poor, anything more 
than was nevessary for the requirements of the Gov- 
ernment properly administered; and anything be- 
yond that was usurpation and —— the rights 
ol the people, Was it not time that ae slators re- 
vised their theories, whether they were for free trade 
or protection, in the light of the existing condition 
of affairs | 

“The cotton manufacturers of this country had so 
much to do to meet our ever-increasing trade that 
they had not paid proper attention to the foreign «e- 
mand. The very pattern of muslin which was in 
troduced from* Manchester one year at 25 cents a 
yard would be imitated the next year by American 
manufacturers aud gold at from 7to 745 cents. The 
quality and pattern of French silk brought into this 
country and sold at from $8 to #9 a@ yard would the 
next year beimitated by American manufacturers 
at $2 and $2.75. Mr. Blaine, while a member of 
President Gartield’s Cabinet, said that the cost of 
labor in cotton goods wasascheap in the United 
States asin England. The reasou why we did not 
export more prints was because we could not supply 
them to the consumers when they wanted them.” 

Mr. Walker (Rep., Mass.,) said that the manu- 
facturers of this country had not the slightest 
interest directly in a tariff. It was not of the 
slightest intorest to the manufacturers whether 
we had free trade or protection. They were 
satisfied with one or the other. If the tariff was 
not in the interest of farmers and wage- 
workers, then he would vote to repeal it and 
adopt free trade. He entered into a general de- 
fense of the McKinley bill. 

Mr. Scott (Dem., LiL,) attacked the McKinley 
law. He said in part: 

“The sugar bounty provision was inexpedientas a 
public measure, as taking from the Treasury the 
oy oot money and paying it to private enterprises. 

e insisted that the bounty provision was uncon. 
stitutional and void, the reduction of tariff on sugar, 
though leaving the grades consumed by the people 
still heavily protected, was a benelit to the ay es 
and the remaining duties should be stricken off. ‘the 
coarse grades used as raw materials by the refiners 
of the Sugar Trust were made free while the sugar 
of consumption was still taxed. He condemned the 
useless burden laid on the people by raising the tax 
on tin over 100 per cent., and insisted that tin asa 
necessary of every-day life should be made cheap. 

“He contended that it was clear that the prosperity 
of agriculture required that. tariff walls be torn 
down, that farmers might sell abroad their great 
surplus of grain, cotton, and provisions. The effect 
of tariff taxes on lator was dealt with. Mr. Scott 
said thatthe increase of wages over that of other 
countries was more than equalized by cheaper 
necessaries of life abroad and exorbitant prices at 
home. If tariff taxes make wages higher in this 
country thanin England, why did the highly pro- 
tected countries of Europe pay less wages by one- 
half and more than were paid in England! 

Mr. Chipman (Dem., Mich.,) made an attack 
on ex-Speaker Reed and the Supreme Court de- 
cision on the quorum question. Turning his at- 
tention to the tariif, he denounced the system of 
— as being a paternal system which 

juilt up the few at the expense of the many. 
The men who advocated that system were in 
the pathway of progress. 

Mr. Dockery (Dem., Mo.,) made an analysis of 
the censug bulletin relative to “ farms, homes, 
and mortgages” in the States of Alabama, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Illinois, and Iowa, in 
order to controvert a statement made by Mr. 
Dingley of Maine that the farm mortgages had 
decreased. He said, in brief: 

Instead of a Accrease in the number and amount of 
mortgages there had been an actual increase from 
1886 to 1890. The amount of mortgages in those 
States had iucreased trom $648,488,000 in 18386 to 
$906,669,000 in 1890. There was the startling dis- 
closure of an immense mortgaged indebtedness upon 
five agricultural States amounting to one-thiru of 
their entire assessed valuation. 

What was the remedy for this state of affairs? The 

Republican Party offered the McKinley act, which 
only increased the burdens of the farmer. ‘The tarif 
scheme so far as it related to agriculture was falla- 
cious, misleading, and unavailing to assist the farm- 
ers in lifting the mort ages which now encumbered 
the farms of the great West. The McKinley aot con- 
tained the famous Blajne reciprocity scheme. This 
would also prove falficious. Mr. ine proposed 
that the natural laws of trade should be disregarded 
and that commerce should be regulated by corre- 
spondence between State Departments. r. Blaine 
yroposed that, instead of permitting our people to 
determine for themselves where “profitable ex- 
changes" could be found, poarong shall be re- 
stricted to countries south of us. Reciprocity to 
be of genuine avail to the agriculturalist must not be 
restricted to the meagre and insuflicient markets of 
South America, but must be enlarged in its scope, so 
that the farmer may have Legh g d to make a prot- 
itable exchange in any market of the world. 

The committee then rose and the House aa- 
journed. 


SOME FINANCIAL PROPOSITIONS, 
Representative Johnstone (Dem., 8. O.,) to-day

All silver coins of less 
than $1 in denomination shall be legal tender 
in payment of all dues to the 6xtent of $25, and 
all subsidiary coins of base metal shall be leval 
tender to the extent of $5. All contracts for 
the payment of money shall be payable at the 
option of the debtor in any sort of current 
money, and all contracts for payment in gold or 
any other kind of property, when the intent of 
the ee is that the property is to take 
the placo of money in order to evade the provis- 
ions of the bill, the intent whereof is to pre- 
vent discriminations in favor of gold, shall be

A: MEATLESS FEAST. 


BANQUET OF THE NEW-YORK VEGETA- 
RIAN SOCIETY. 


Two hundred membets of the New-York Vege- 
tarian Society ate parsnips and potato cakes 
last night at the Columbia, in East Fourteenth 
Street. It..was the society’s first banquet. 
There was no meat, no wine, no toothpicks, and 
even the exhilarating flavor of pea soup was 
absent from the bill of fare. There were post- 
prandial speeches, but most of them were from 
manuscript. 

Dr. Chauncey M. Depew was expected to pre- 
side, but unkindly staid away, and Mrs. Le 
Favre, the President of the soviety, sat at the 
head of the table. She wore a white lace dress, 
and had flaxen hair and bluse eyes. Of those 


present one-half were women of mature age, 
and many of the confirmed vegetarians were 
accompanied by their sons and daughters. The 
price of the dinner was $1. There were but six 
courses, but these were served slowly, and for 
two hours anda quarter the vegetarians ate 
and listened to the seductive strains of popular 
operas furnished without extra cost by the 
regular orchestra of the restaurant. 

The first article of food supplied by the wait- 
ers was corn muffins. Two were allotted to 
each person. Then came soup—cream of celery 
soup—and oyster-plant patties, decorated with 
slices of lemon, followed after an interval. 
Potato cakes and macaroni stewed with par- 
mesuan cheese were next in order, and then 
stewed parsnips and baked tomatoes were 
served. 

During a hiatus sorbet “ Le Favre” was passed 
around. It was the antithesis of Roman punoh. 

Mushrooms broiled on toast were served with 
Saratoga chips and boiled rice, and lettuce 
salad trailed modeatly behind. The dessert con- 
sisted of tapioca pudding with whipped-cream 
sauce, vari-colored ice cream, takes, candies, 
oranges, and coffee. During the meal chromo 
cards were circulated, on which was the picture 
of a child bearing a dish of plum pudding with 
a wreath of roses around it, and the following 
motte: 

“ AS & man eateth, 80 is he. 
Who, temperate, lives on fruits and grain 
Is clear in thought and free from pain.” 

A tract of the Vegetarian Society, entitled 
“Seven Reasons Why I Prefer a Vegetarian 
Diet,” was also distributed. 

In introducing the speakers, Toastmaster J. 
W. Scott alluded to the dinner as a ‘ bloodless 
feast.” Mrs. Le Favre read an address. 

“The sanctity of the home,” she said, “ is 
disturbed by the presence of meats. Those who 
eat flesh Keep themselves in a condition of 
brutality. There is aloud cry for vegetarian- 
ism.’’ Mrs, Le Favre said that she was looking 
for and expected soon to find a suitable per- 
manent headquarters for the society near 
Broadway and Madison Square. 

Dr. Foote told his fellow-vegetarians, amid 
applause, that speaking after dinner was un- 
natural, and due to the stimulating effect of 
meat and wine. 

Letters of regret were read from Mrs. Dio 
Lewis, Dr. Jennie dela M, Lozier, President of 
Sorosis; Jennie June Croly, Juliet Corson, the 
teacher of cooking; W. T. Harris, National Su- 
perintendent of Education, and Prof. David 
Swing of Chicago. Prof. Swing advocated 
turning every slaughter house into a conserva- 
tory.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Secretary Elkins is- 
sued the following order this afternoon: 


The Division of Military Information heretofore 
created in the office of the Adjutant General of the 
Army is hereby reorganized as follows:

(e) The preparation of instructions to the ofll- 
cers detailed by the secretary of War to visit the 
several encampments of State troops and to witness 
the movements and exercises of the militia, as well 
as the Cigecting, arrangement, and preservation of all 
reports that may,be duly submitted by them.

AMERICAN FISHING LICENSES. 


DISCUSSION IN THE OTTAWA LEGIS- 
LATURE CONCERNING THEM. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 15.—In the House of 
Commons this afternoon the Hon. 0. H. Tupper, 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, moved the 
second reading of an act respecting fishing ves- 
sels of the United States. This act is really 
nothing more than arenewal of the act estab- 
lishing the modus vivendi, but it contains one 
novel clause which empowers the Governor 
General in Council to declare the modus vivendi 
in force in any year, without waiting for Par- 
liament. 


The Hon. Wilfred Laurier, leader of the Op- 


poermen. asked the reason of the new departure. 
6 thought it better not to give tov great power 
to the Governor General, and urged that the 
Government should have to obtain power year 
by year. 

The Hon. Mr. Tupper said it was found neces- 
sary year by year—certainly it had been so in 
1891 and again this year—to take action in tho 
modus vivendi before the House met, as the 

Jnited States fishermen arrived in Canadian 
ports and wanted to ascertain the intentions of 
the Government with regard to licenses. It 
had therefore become necessary for the Govern- 
or in Council to issue interim licenses pending 
the action of the House. It was proposed in 
the present act to give him this power yearly. 

The Hon. Mr. Davies, M. P., imagined that it 
was undesirable legislation. and rested at that. 
The Hon. Mr. Mills of Bothwell was not aware 
that the United States of America had any legal 
rights to the concessions given it under the 
bill. It wastime to ascertain precisely what 
the Canadian rights were. He was quite willing 
to deal liberally with the neighboring Republic 
80 far as commercial matters were concerned, 
but he would not cede a single sovereign right, 
not 6ven so much land as would serve to dry a 
net on. 

He asked the House to look at the American 
dealing inthe matter of the Bering Sea ques- 
tion. There was a sea of 4,000 miles, and no 
question was raised until Russia set up some 
new pretensions, which had been taken over by 
the United States when they purchased Russian 
America. These new contentions were pushing 
Canada and Canadian rights contrary to ancient 
usage, which was now ignored. On the east 
coast were a number of land-locked bays, but if 
any there were more than six miles across, the 
United States claimed the right of fishing in the 
expanse of water under the three-mile limit. 
The Minister of Marine was making great con- 
cessions, certainly fora price, but when would 
the American Government give Canada corre- 
sponding concessions on the Bering Seat He 
urged them not to go any further. They had 
gone as far as they could go, or else they were 
monies claims they had not the courage to en- 

orce. 

Sir John Thompson, Minister of Justice, ina 
temperate and able speech, while agreeing with 
the Hon. Mr. Mills in fact, disagreed as to appli- 
cation. There was no surrender of any sover- 
eign rightin allowing United States fishermen 
to take out licenses to fish. It was an establish- 
ing of sovereign rights in the fishing grounds by 
admitting foreigners on the payment of licenses, 
so that their vessels might be known and 
watched, es prevented, and a fund estab- 
lished to, insome extent, compensate for the 
lease of the grounds, There were, however, 
other questions under consideration; other im- 
portant questions were under discussion and 
arrangement in regard to which it would be 
desirable to avoid anything which might inter- 
fere with or impede international negotiations. 

This ended the discussion, and the act to re- 
mew the modus vivendi was read for a second 
time. 





BAD OUTLOOK IN CUBA.

THE PEOPLE DO NOT LIKE THE NEW 
SPANISH RECIPROOITY TREATY. 

NEW-ORLEANS, March 15.—The Picayune’s 
Havana special of the 14th says: 

“Great prepartions are being made by ex- 
porters of fruits to receive and ship the largest 
qrop of pineapples ever sent from Havana, 
some peopie estimating that shipments will 
reach 200,000 barrels of from six to ten dozen 
pines in each Darrel, according to size. The 
pines are classified as extra Nos. 1, 2, and 8, 
and are shipped principally to New-York, 
whence they are distributed all over the United 
States. A small quantity goes to New-Orleans. 
The Cuban pineapple cultivation is increasing 
every year, large tracts of the finest lands with- 
in a radius of fifteen and twenty miles of Havana 
being devoted to this industry. The crop will 
exceed $1,000,000 gold in value, 

“The weather continues good for sugar-mak- 
ing. Reports of frequent fires among the cane 
fields, accidental and intentional, are daily re- 
ceived, as wellas lond complaints of the great 
searcity of field hands, Some recent importa- 
tions from ‘pain have been placed among the 
planters. Being quite a new occupation, they 
will not be of much account until they have had 
practical experience, and, coming to the island 
s0 late in the season, run great risk of taking 
the yellow fever, 

* Receipts at the Custom House show a large 
falling off as compared with last year, and the 
Madrid Government is constantly ocoupied de- 
vising ways to increase the revenues. Many 


anticipate the adoption of a new tariff in the. 


near future, and possibly the suppression of the 
present reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. This treaty is not deserving to be 
called one of reciprocity, since it fails to be so, 
Cuba receiving large quantities of potatoes, 
onions, &c., from the United States free,of duty, 
while they have to pay on the same articles 
products of this island, 70 cents a barrel of 
potatoes and 38 cents a crate of fifty pounds of 
onions. 

“The parties making this so-called reciprocity 
treaty did not consider the bearing of 80 one- 
sided an affair, and it will not be at all strange if 
the whole thing is broken up. Some 175,000 to 
200,000 barrels of potatoes are imported wend 

ear from the United States and the Britis 

rovinces, which pay no duty. In the Springor 
about the beginning of March new potatoes or 
onions are shipped to the United States, paying 
duties as above. The injustice of this, together 
with the disastrous results to the millers in 
Spain, from the reduction of the former duty 
on American flour of $5 a bag of 203 pounds to 
$1 since Jan. 1, 1892, has caused strong feeling 
against the treaty, which can result in dnly éne 
way—the amending of the same within the 
present year. 

“The Sugar Trust in the North is bearing 
our sugar market, and business is suspended in 
this sweet. This is the most discouraging to ee 
planters, who are contending with fires, lack o 
fleld hands, and the breaking of machinery. 

“* Altogether the outlook for Cuba is very bad 
for the year 1892, that at the beginning 
promised sb much.”

AGAINST THE READING 


PENNSYLVANIA’S ATTORNEY GENERAL 
FILES A SUIT IN EQUITY. 


HABRISBURG, Penn., March 15.—Attorney General 
Heneel filed in the Dauphin County Court to-day his 
bill in equity asking the court to declare null and 
void and to perpetually enjoin the recent deal by 
which the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany secured a practical monopoly of the anthracite 
coal business. The defendant companies are notified 
and required to appear in court within fourteen days 
after service of notice. If appearance is not entered 
within fourteen days, the defendants will be liable 
to have the bill taken pro confesso and a decree 
made against them in their absence. 

The complaint in substance is as follows: 

“That on Feb. 11, 1892, the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad Company leased the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company and lines and property controlied 
by it for aperioa of 999 years. The Port Reading 
Railroad Company on Feb. 12, 1892, leased the 
Wew-Jersey Central Railroad Company and prop- 
erty controlled by it for the same period. By a cer- 
tain other agreement made Feb. 11 it was agreed 
that all the coal produced by the Lehigh Valley Coal 
Company shoul be soid to the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Coal and Iron Company. It was aiso agreed 
on Feb. 12 between the New-Jersey Central Railroad 
Company, the Philaielphia and Reading Railroad

DEPEW. 


AN IMPORTANT RAILROAD SETTLEMENT 
TO BE BUILT NEAR BUFFALO. 


If the plans of cortain corporations are carried out 
the new Village of Depew, ten miles from Buffalo, 
will be one of the largest and most interesting rail- 
road settlements in the country. A tractof about 
1,500 acres of land in the Town of Lancaster and on 
the line of the New-York Central Railroad has been 
selected asasite for this new village. The New- 
York Central Railroad Company owns 100 acres and 
proposes to concentrate there all of its shops now 
scattered through the central and western part of 
the Stato. The remainder of the tract is at present 
owned by the Buffalo Investment Company, of 
which Charles A. Gould is President. 

Mr. H. Walter Webb, Third Vice President of the 
Central Road, visited Buffalo last Saturday for the 
purpose of Jooking over the ground and arranging 
for some of the details of the project. Bids have 
already been solicited for the New-York Central 
shops, which will eventually embrace a large and 
complete plant for the manufacture of locomotive 
works. At first only the repair shops will be erected, 
which will give employment to about 700 men. It is 
expected that work will be commenced on these 
shops some time in April, and they will be in running 
order by next Fall. When the entire plaut is com- 
pieted employment will be given to about 1,500 men. 

The Gould Car Coupler Company, which supplies 
the entire Vanderbilt system with couplers, will 
establish its complete factory in Depew. ‘The com- 
pany is now manufacturing in three or four ditferent 
places. When concentrated at Depew Mr. Gould ex- 
pects to employ 1,200 or 1,300 men all the year 
round. A car spring manufacturing company wiil 
aiso locate at this place, and there is a fair prospect 
that the large Bufiaio manufacturing firm of Plumb, 
Burdick & Barnard will remove its extensive works 
to Depew. 

Itis the intention of the several corporations in- 
terested to build hundreds of model houses for the 
use ofthe employes. The village will be laid out and 
developed in a manner similar to Pullman in Iilinois, 
except that the Gould Coupler Company proposes to 
permit its employes to own their houses if they 50 
desire. 

Aun electric railroad will be constructed between 
Buittalo aud Depew, and there will probably also be 
soine similar means of communication between De- 

ew and the Wagner Palace Car Works, which are 

ut two aud a haif miles away. 


ROADS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


EXPANSION OF THE NORFOLK AND 
WESTERN SYSTEM. 


RALEIGH, N. C., March 15.—The railroad known as 
the Roanoke and Southern, just completed from Roa 
noke, Va., to Winston, in this State, has been leasea 
for ninety-nine years by the Norfolk and Western 
Company and passed into the hands of the lessees. 
It is intended to extend this road to Monroe, N. C., 
where connections would be made with the Georgia: 


Carolina and Northern Railroad, which has just been 
compleied by the seaboard system to Atlanta. 

Now that the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
Road has been compieted, itis given out that the 
road from Richmond to Ridgeway. N. O., which was 
commenced and graded and a bridge built over the 

toanoke Kiver, will now be immediately completed 
by the Seaboard system, so as to cut ot the elvow 
around by Weldon and give a straight and shorter 
line. The road recently completed from Lynchbarg 
to Durham, and known by this name, has also 
passed into the control of the Norfolk and Western 
Company. 

The construction of a new road to be known as the 
Oxford Coast Line has been commeuced. It is to be 
built from Uxiord to Spring Hope, in Nash County, 
where connection will be made with the Atlantic 
Coast Line. Itis apart of the scheme to extend the 
road from Oxford to Danville, Va. Messrs. James 
McManes & Co., whobuilt the road down the penin- 
sula from Wilmington, Del., te Cape Charles, have 
commenced to build from Norfolk through the east- 
ern part of this State to Charleston, 8s. OC. Men are 
now getting theright of way in both States, and the 
road will be rapidly constructed, as the country from 
Norfolk to Charleston is almost perfectly level. 

The Supreme Court of this State has just decided 
that all the branch roads built by the Wilmington 
and Weldon Railroad Company are liable for taxa- 
tion. The original charter of this road exempted 
the company from taxation so long as the profits did 
not reach 8 per cent. of the capital stock, This will 
add several miilion dollars to the taxable property 
of the State.

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HIGHER EDUCATION FOR WOMEN. 





WORK TO BE DONE IN FUTURE AT 
YALE UNIVERSITY. 


NEW-HAVEN, March 15.—Prof. George T. Lasid, 
who has been at the head of the Philosophical Fac. 
ulty at Yale during the discussion regarding ex- 
tending post-graduate work and opening it to 


women, says that Yale is the first of the great East- 
ern universities to take this step. Its purpose is to 
give the graduates of the leading women’s colleges 
an opportunity for the highest scientific research, 
and a chance to obtain the degree of Doctor of Phi- 
losophy without studying in Europe, 

“The system intended to be put in operation at 
Yale,” says Prof. Ladd. “is identical with that at 
Ziirich, Switzerland, and somewhat similar to that at 
Cambridge and Oxford, England. ‘The work we 
design opening to women will be the highest grade 
of any of its kind done inthis country. We do not 
advance ourselves as rivais of the colleges for wo- 
men, but as helpers in the matter of receiving their 
graduates. The action taken does not commit the 
members of either the academic or scientific depart- 
ments, or the members of the professional schoo!s of 
the nniversity to co-education in any sense. 1t has 
to do entirely with non-professional studies, and will 
in no way affect the undergraduate course. 

“The money for the support of the system was 
voted irom the general university fund, though we 
hope for special bequests to increase the facilities of 
this department.” 

Prot. Newton, in further explanation of the step 
taken. said that the Faculty of mostof the colleges 
fot women Was 80 Sinall and their time so occupied 
with the undorgraduates that they had not the lume 
to dzvote to the higher educativnal branches such as 
Yale proposes. With its large staff of instructors, 
Yale fas the ability and tue opportunity to carry out 
this work successfully.

John L. Sulfivan, the big Boston slugger, and 
James J. Corbett, the natty San Francis bank 
clerk, have finally decided to meet in the prize ring.

* Firat—The match is to decide the heavy-weight 
aoe Pe yy of the world, a stake of twenty thou- 
sand dollars, ($20,000,) and a purse of twenty-five 
thousand duilars ($25,000. ) 

** Second—The contest shall take place before the 
Olympic Clab of New-Orleans, La, on Wednesday, 
Sept. 7, 1892. Incase the said Olympic Club re- 
fuses to give a purse of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,00Q) the contest shall take place befure a ciub 
to be mUtually agreed upon by the signers of these 
ar. icles. 

“ Third—The contest shall be under the Marquis 
of Queensberry rules, the gloves shall be the smallest 
the club will allow, and the details of the contest it- 
self shall be left to the decision of the Ulympic Club 
or the club before which the contest shall take place. 
The club sciected shall name the referee.” 

The fourth article recites the fact that the sum of 
$2,500 has been deposited by each party. It is 
agreed that the remainder of the stake of $10,000 a 
side shall deposited in the hands of the same 
stakeholder: On June 1, $2,500: July 10, $2,50u; 
Aug. 25, $2,500. Continuing, the agreement reads: 

“ Fisth—The final stakeholder shall be agreed upon 
on the date of the second deposit, June 1. 

“ Stzth—Should either party fail to comply with 
these articles the money then in the hands ofthe 
temporary stakeholder shall be forfeited to the party 
which shall have fulfilled its oreres according 
to this paper. JAMES AKELY,

“J. C. KENNEDY, witness for Corbett. 

“J. MCDONOUGH, witness ior Sullivan.” 

Sullivan will start to train about the middle of 
Juve. Corbett will start at once on a “star- 
ring” tour, making one-night stands from here to 
San Francisco. He willtrainforthe fight in Cali- 
fornia. This settles all question of a tight between 
Sullivan and Mitchell or Slavin for over a year at 
any rate, as Sullivan will devote himself to his the- 
atrical ventures after his meeting with Corbett. 

After the agreement was signed, Mr. Wakely, Sul- 
livan’s representative, grasped Corbett by the hand 
and said: “if Sullivan is to be whipped, [ would 
rather have you do it than any other tighter in the 
world.” Corbett blushed and thanked Wakely.

BUT SPECTATORS DID NOT WITNESS 
THE PROMISED FINALS. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock last night a tall, smooth- 
faced young man, with a Spring overcoat thrown 
carelessly across his arm and a shining silk hat on 
his head, and swinging a silver-headed cane with 
his gloved hand, waiked on the stage of the 
Metropolitan Opera Honse, In an instant the 
house was in an uproar. Cheers greeted the 
new-comer, and nothing could be heard above the 
cries of *‘ Hey, Fitz!” The young man was Robert 
Fitzsimmons, the Australian pugilist, who recently 
vanquished Peter Maher, the Irish pugilist, in New- 
Orleans. He came to witness the boxing bouts of 
the Crescent Rowing Club, and he was recognfzed by 
every man and boy in the large house. 

It is said that the Crescent Rowing Club managed 
the show, but it is a well-known fact that private in- 
dividuals arranged the bouts and probably pocketed 
the proceeds. At any rate, the exhibition was 
poorly managed, and the 3,000 spectators 
present were disgusted at the manner in 
which the affair was handled. Delays 
were numerous, aud toward the latter part of the 
night Frank White, who handled Butler, kept the 
crowd waitiug for nearly an hour. It was announced 

the management that the middie-weight 
fights would be decided with a final. Cahill 
met Callan and Kammerer faced Butler. Cahill and 
Kammerer were given the decision, but they never 
attempted to meetina final bout. As a matter of 
fact, notwithstanding the fact that the management 
advertised it, it was never intended to havea final, 
and thé public was swindled by these so-called pro. 
moters of amateur sport. 

In the middle-weight class “Jim” Butler of the 
Varuna Boat Club encountered Charley Kammerer 
of the West Sides. Forone round Butler had mat- 
ters his own way and for a time it looked as 
though he would finish his opponent. Kammerer, 
however, proved game. He turned the tide of battle, 
and when the three rounds were ended had a decided 
advantage. Kammerer punched him whenever he 
pleased, to the intense joy of the spectators. Butler 
and his manager are very unpopular in athletic cir- 
cles, and tee onlookers appeared to enjoy their 
Waterloo, 

Strange to say, one of the judges—a man selected 
by Butler’s manager—decided against Kammerer, 
but the referee justly awarded the bout to the West 
Side man. 

“ Pat” Cahill of. the Scottish-American Club and 
“ Nick” Callan of the Nationals had four very lively 
rounds. For halt of the contest Cahill looked like a 
sure winner. Suddenly, however, he —— to 
ee weak, The rapid pace at which he fonght 

ld against him and he staggered about the 
stage like a man intoxicated. Callan was not slow 
to take advantage of the situation, and he man- 
aged to offset the advantage of the Jerseyman in 
the third round. The judges disagreed, and a fourth 
round was ordered. Callan appeared to do the better 
work in this round, and everybody thought that he 
would get the decision. The judges, however, disa- 
greed for the second time,and the referee gave 
Cahill the tight. The announcement was received 
with hisses, aud as the spectators filed out of the hall 
they declared that the show was the greatest “fake”’ 
ever perpetrated on the public. An Amateur Athletic 
Union oftticial who was —— said that the organiza. 
tion would probably take some steps to stop exhibi- 
tions of this character. They certainly have a ten- 
dency to injure amateur sport. 

The opening bout was between Fred Tillistrand of 
the West Side Club and W. Ahearn of the Stara. 
'rhey weighed 130 pounds. Referee Norton instructed 
the men that the police were on hand to stop the 
bout in case any hard punching was _in- 
dulged in. This did not appear to trouble 
the boys in the least. In the opening round 
Tillistrand gained a decided ailvantage. He appeared 
to be the stronger, and planted several telling blows 
with his right on the neck of his opponent. 
In the second round Tillistrand appeared to 
show the effects of his hard work and 
gave evidence of — tired. In this round 
Ahearn regained some lost ground. Tuillistrand, 
however, seemed to be able to stand the pace better 
than the Star man, and he did the better work in the 
— round. Inconsequence he was given the de- 
cision. 

Eddie Pearce of the Nonpareil Club and W. Frazer 
of the Montgomery Club were the second pair.

EFFORTS TO STAMP OUT THE FOOT AND 

MOUTH DISEASE. 


LONDON, March 15.—Discussing a vote of 
£15,000 for the suppression of the foot and 
mouth disease, the Right Hon. Henry Chaplin, 
President of the Board of Agrioulture, said that, 
since the disease had appeared on Feb. 4, forty- 
three local outbreaks had occurred, which had 
involved the slaughter of only 295 animals. 

Nothing had been done regarding cattle im- 


ported from America, where the disease did not 
exist, except to stillrequire the slaughter of 
such cattle at their port of debarkation. The 
measures taken to keep out of Great Britain 
cattle from infected European countries did not 
atfect the price of meat.

There is no shade of justification or ex- 
cuse to relieve the fifty-four Assemblymen 
who voted against the bill from the odium 
of having done a contemptible and ignoble 
act. But the attempt to get a rational, in- 
telligent, and right decision upon such a 
public question from the brutish mass of 
ignorance and corruption that occupies the 
Assembly Chamber is as hopeless as would 
be the undertaking to obtain a conclusive 
determination of the authenticity of the 
fourth Gospel from the convicts at Sing 
Sing. 








The State Senate has adopted the joint 
resolution introduced by Mr. SAXTON pro- 
posing an amendment of the Constitution 
which provides for the settlement of con- 
tests for seats in the Legislature by the 
courts. Its consideration induced a lively 
debate, although it » with little opposi- 
tion. This debate consisted chiefly of 
taunts and recriminations on the subject 
of the stolen seatsin the present Senate. 
The performance of the State Board of 
Canvassers had converted some of the Re- 
publicaus to the idea of having contests 
judicially decided, and the Democrats 
could not gracefully repudiate a plan 
which was laboriously advocated by Gov. 
Hitt a year or two ago. It has become 
plain that political majorities in legislative 
bodies have little regard for justice or 
fair play in deciding contests for seats, and 
one party is as likely to suffer from their 
lack of the judicial spirit as the other. The 
only refuge is in the courts. 








Itisa pity that the Park Board should 
have rescinded the agreement by which, for 
some months, horse cars have been run on 
the tracks of the transverse road at Eighty- 
fifth Street. Thecars have worked a con- 
siderable relief to the residents on each side 
of the Park. Of course the arrangement 
was a makeshift, but it was better than 
nothing, and Mr. GaLLuP is to be com- 
mended for having taken the responsibility 
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of making it. Whatis wanted isa series of 
roads from river to river connecting with 
all thelongitudinal roads. Theresidents on 
the extreme west side must soon have 
better facilities than they have now for 
reaching the elevated road, and the poten- 
tial traffic across the Park is all the time 
increasing. Atthe least a horse car line 
should be provided for each of the trans- 
verse roads communicating with the near- 
est avenue line on either side. 








The Hartford Courant, as well asthe cor 
respondent of the Evening Post in New- 
Haven, has been misled as to the use of 
Prof. and Lieut. ToTTEN’s doctrines in his 
lectures to the undergraduates of Yale. 
Says the Courant: 

“‘ Between lecturesand drills, the Lientenant 
figures away industriously on the problems in 
the Hebrew prophecies and the Book of Reve- 
lations, andfrom time to time makes public 
the results of his mathematical computations. 
Very extraordinary some of these are, and 
hardly less extraordinary are some of the 
methods said to be employed by the Lieutenant 
to call public attention tothem. But all this is 
quite aside and apart, as we understand it, 
Jrom his lecture-room work, and a military man 
may be very eccentric in his theological notions 
and still know his business as a soldier thor- 
oughly.” 

Unfortunately “ all this” is not “ quite 
aside and apart from his lecture-room 
work,” as our contemporary in Hartford 
would know if it had looked at the pub- 
lished reports of ToTTEN’s “ Yale Military 
Lectures,” and especially at pages 23, 29, 
30, 31, 32, and 61 of the volume which 
bears this title. As he says in his preface, 
“the whole series” was “ written in the 
spirit of Anglo-Saxon identity with the ten 
lost tribes of Israel,” and he published 
them because there was a demand for ‘‘ the 
prophetico-historical exegesis of the ‘ signs 
of the times’” which they contained. Tort- 
TEN has preached his doctrines in his 
lectures with, as he says, “‘ all the intensity 
of an evangelist.” 








Gen. BRAGG’s letter to Mr. CLEVELAND is 
a sound and edifying document. The Gen- 
eral’s appearances before the public are in- 
frequent, but when he does appear he 
inspires his audience with «a strong desire 
to see and hear a great deal more of him. 
A distribution of about one million Gen. 
Braggs “pro rated” upon the Democratic 
vote, among the States of the Union, would 
make that party a more inviting and de- 
serving object of Mugwump assistance. 








THE GOVERNOR’S NEW APPOINT- 
MENTS. 

The appointment of Mr. ALFRED C, CHa- 
PIN for Railroad Commissioner will cause 
surprise on several grounds. In the first 
place, he has already held a number of 
oflices that are politically more important. 
He has been Speaker of the Assembly, Con- 
troller of the State, and Mayor of Brook- 
lyn, and he cherished aspirations for the 
office which Mr. FLOWER now holds. Had 
he been true to his best instincts, instead 
of becoming subservient to a local party 
boss, his aspirations would have been de- 
serving of respect, whether they would 
have been realized or not, but his part in 
the Brooklyn water-supply scandal forfeit- 
ed all claim to the support of honest men 
for further promotion. Notwithstanding 
that, and probably on account of it, the 
Brooklyn “ boss” pressed his claims for the 
nomination for Governor, and failing to 
get support for them outside his own do- 
main undertook to let Mr. CHAPIN down 
easy by securing his election to Congress. 
Now he seems to haveinduced Gov. FLOWER 
to provide his discredited servitor with a 
secure place for alonger term ata higher 
salary. It appears also to be part of a 
scheme togetthe Railroad Commissioninto 
politics, but it will get Mr. CHaPry still 
more effectually out of politicos. Apart 
from its political purpose, the appointment 
is one not fit to be made. Mr. CHAPIN be- 
trayed a great public trust in joining in the 


‘corrupt scheme for the purchase of the Long 


Island Water Works, andshowed himself un- 
fit to be trusted with any sharein the control 
of great public interests. The Governor's 
motivein making this appointment is evi- 
dently a desire to please Boss McLauGn- 
LIN and to promote the scheme for making 
the Railroad Commission part of a political 
machine. Even Gov. Hit1t, though from 
selfish motives, at a time when he had to 
secure the support of a Republican Senate 
for his appointments, showed some regard 
for the intent of the law, which originally 
requireé one Railroad Commissioner to be 
appointed from each political party. It is 
due to Gov. FLOWER that the commission 
now ceases to be non-partisan. 

The most important of the other appoint- 
ments sent to the Senate yesterday is that 
of a successor to Quarantine Commissioner 
NICHOLS, who has been holding over so 
long after the expiration of his term, 
NICHOLS was the survivor of the old Quar- 
antine Ring of which ToM PLatTr was the 
head, andit is a public gain to be rid of 
him, but the appointment of NicHoLas 
MULLER is not calculated to raise the Quar- 
antine Commission in public estimation. 
His political career has been a discreditable 
one, and regard for the public service could 
not have inspired the selection. The ap- 
pointments for Port Wardens further illus- 
trate Gov. FLOWER’s low sense of the re- 
sponsibilities of his office. While these 
places are little more than sinecures, they 
involve the exercise of some _ discre- 
tion and to a small extent are judicial in 
their character. A disreputable saloon 
keeper of Brooklyn has been reappointed 
to one of them simply because he has a 
“pull” in the local politics of that city. A 
saloon-keeping New-York ex-Alderman has 
been named for another on no ground that 
can be recognized except that he comes 
from Mr. FLOWER’s own town and has been 
useful to him in politics. There will be 
little disposition to complain of the ap- 
pointment of Col. MicHarL C. MurRpnry, 
who has seen better days, but it is plain 
thatit is induced only by a desire to “‘ take 
care” of a broken-down politician who is 
no longer fit for any real public service. 

There was a long list of Trustees and 
Managers of hospitals and other public in- 
stitutions sent in for confirmation yester- 
day, in which there was little significance. 
The one creditable act of the day on the 
Governor's part was the restoration of 
Miss JoszPHINE SHaW LOWELL to the State 





Board of Charities, from which she was 
displaced by Gov. Hitt after a long period 
of zealous and usefulservice. On the whole, 
Mr. Frowir’s record of appointments to 
office is thus far more than disappointing. 
It is worse even than Hrs, and is cal- 
culated to destroy the confidence of those 
who believed that he would exhibit inde- 
pendence and a high regard for the public 
welfare in the performance of his executive 
duties. 


GROVER CLEVELAND, CITIZEN. 

The letter of Mr. CLEVELAND, published 
yesterday, is very characteristic of the 
man. It bears the mark of his unreserved 
sincerity, of his devotion to duty as he 
sees his duty, and of his honest scorn for 
self-seeking in public affairs, Mr. CLEvr- 
LAND has had remarkable success in pub- 
lic life, but it has been success that has 
sought him. He has not pursued it, except 
by the careful and thorough performance 
of the duties that have fallen to him. 
From the time when his manly and efficient 
administration of the Mayor’s office in 
Buffalo indicated him, ten years ago, asa 
safe man to represent the people in the 
tremendous fight against the Federal ma- 
chine, each new post of trust and in- 
fluence has come to him because he was 
seen to be equal to it, nut because he 
hunted it with brass bands or spent his time 
in “ getting the delegates.” Four years ago 
the American people would have given 
him a renewal of the Presidency had not 
a shameful bargain between his professed 
supporters and the Republican machine 
delivered the Electoral votes of New-York 
to Mr. HARRISON. 

As Gen. BraGG says, with perfect truth, 
a few months ago Mr. CLEVELAND was 
generally looked upon as the leader and 
representative of the people in the cause of 
reform to which they had given such con- 
vincing proofs of their devotion in the 
elections of 1890 and1891. Then came the 
cabal in the House and the opening of Mr. 
TiiLw’s active campaign for the Presidential 
nomination, and the country rang with the 
factitious and prearranged claims of the 
strength of this newclaimant. Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND remained quiet, diligently attending 
to his own affairs, and leaving the opinion 
of his countrymen wholly uninfluenced by 
any utterance of his save those that he 
had made when occasion required on pub- 
lic questions. Some of his party friends 
chafed under this dignified reserve. They 
blamed with some bitterness what seemed 
to them an extravagant respect for honora- 
ble traditions of the better days. But Mr. 
CLEVELAND was right. And heis right in 
speaking now in the tone in which he 
speaks. He declares himself ready to per- 
form a duty. He leaves nodoubt as to what 
he believes that duty is. But he rejects 
with a certain contempt any suggestion 
that he could be guilty of “ leading or push- 
ing a self-seeking canvass.” Noone suspect- 
ed that he would or could. His party had 
a right to know simply that he would not 
refuse its call. That was all that was asked. 
It is all that is given. 

We do not believe that there are many 
self-respecting voters of either party who 
will not honor Mr, CLEVELAND’s course. 
And they must be very narrow partisans 
indeed who do not recognize the distinc- 
tion between him and others who are in 
hot pursuit of the prize that he looks upon 
only asa summons to duty. Whether we 
consider the present incumbent of the 
Presidential office, with the office holders 
and office seekers of his party marshaled 
in his support, or the spectacle presented 
by the late Governor of this State, with 
his hand clutching a machine organized in 
trickery .and strengthened by crime, we 
find equally a vivid contrast to the plain 
citizen, who regards and who treats “ pub- 
lic office as a public trust,” to be neither 
sought nor declined. We are confident 
that in the long run the good sense of the 
people will prevail; that Mr. CLEVELAND’s 
party will see in him the strongest, because 
the truest, representative of its cause, and 
that the _Executive office will again be 
filled by one who has honored it in the past 
and can bring no stain to it in the fut- 
ure. But whether that shall be the case 
or not, we are sure that every citizen to 
whom a high standard of public duty and 
@ sincere and deep respect for the serious 
obligations of office under a free Govern- 
ment are of value will be proud of Mr. 
CLEVELAND and grateful to him for his 
modest and yet distinguished maintenance 
of his just and faithful attitude. 


A FRAUDULENT BOOK. 

The decision filed yesterday by Judge 
SHIPMAN of the United States Circuit Court 
in the case of G. & C. MeRR1IAM & Oo., pub- 
lishers of Webster’s Dictionaries, against 
the Texas Siftings Company is one of those 
which tend to righteousness in the conduct 
of business, and it has a peculiar interest 
for publishers of good books everywhere, 
as well as for a public thatis often imposed 
upon. 

Two or three years ago the copyright of 
the edition of Webster's Dictionary 
which was published in 1847 expired. 
That was the first revised edition pub- 
lished after the death of Dr. NoaH WeEB- 
STER, and was revised by his son-in-law, 
Prof. CHaUNCEY A. GOODWIOCH, with the as- 
sistance of other scholars and with the ad- 
vantage of memoranda left by Dr. WEB- 
srer. It wasan excellent dictionary for 
its day, and served well for a period of 
nearly twenty years, or until the publica- 
tion of the revised edition of 1864, 
edited by the late Dr. Noam PorTER. The 
new work made ‘the former edition 
practically useless, and it was withdrawn 
from the market and no longer printed. 
For more than a quarter of a century it 
was a book unknown to general book buy- 
ers and to be found only in collections of 
old volumes. But the name “ Webster's 
Dictionary ” survived in the new work, 
and the enterprise of its publishers made it 
a familiar title wherever the English 
language is spoken or studied. That title 
was associated in the minds of this genera- 
tion with but one book—the edition of 
1864—which had been enlarged by various 
supplements, until 1890. 

In that year and the following year, the 
copyright of the old edition having ex- 
pired, there appeared various cheap re- 
prints of that antiauated book made by 





photographic processes in fac simile, and, 
of course, retaining all the deficiencies-and 
errors of a work nearly half a century be- 
hind the times, and a half rentury that has 
been wonderfully productive of knowledge 
and of developments in all departments of 
lexicography, especially in etymology. 
These cheap reprints were put upon the 
market and were advertised in a way 
adapted to deccive the public con- 
cerning their true character. Their 
title page bore a late date, and in 
some cases they were advertised as the 
“latest edition,” all dates of copyrights, 
prefaces, &c.—in fact all the insignia by 
which a person knowing in such matters is 
able to determine the true date of an edi- 
tion of a book being omitted. Indeed, they 
were often represented as revised editions 
by virtue of certain cheaply compiled or 
appropriated matter in the form of an ap- 
pendix, Thus by various artful tricks and 
deceptions the part of the public that is 
uninformed was led to supposethat in buy- 
ing one of these books they would obtain 
the book which, since 1864, and until 
these appeared had been the only ‘“ Web- 
ster’s Dictionary” in the market, and a 
work of established high reputation. 

It was such a reprint, published, we be- 
lieve, by one OGILVIE in Chicago, that the 
Texas Siftings Company offered as a pre- 
mium to subscribers, advertising it in ways 
that were likely to induce persons to pre- 
sume that it was the same book which the 
MERRIAMS of Springfield, Mass., have pub- 
lished since 1864—the ‘‘ Webster’s Diction- 
ary ’so generally known. Suit was brought 
by the MERRIAMS against the Texas Siftings 
Company, not for republishing a book in 
which there is no existing copyright prop- 
erty, but for so publishing and representing 
it as to lead people to think that it is a 
book in which they do hold a copyright 
property, and so, to the extent that these 
representations succeeded, damaging their 
business. 

The case was tried in the United States 
Circuit Court in this city only a few days 
ago, and it did not take Judge SHIPMAN 
long to reach the opinion which he handed 
down yesterday, the substance of which is 
as follows: 

“The gist of this case consists in the fact 
that the defendantin its attempts to sell the 
book made free and ingenious use of misrepre- 
sentations which were intended and calculated 
to mislead the publio into a belief that the book 
was the one which had long been produced and 
sold by the plaintiff, and that such was the nat- 
ural effect of the defendant's advertisements 
cannot be doubted.” 


Judge SHIPMAN grants an injunction 
‘“‘against the circulation or use of adver- 
tisementsor circulars which tend to misrep- 
resent the character of the Ogilvie (de- 
fendant’s) edition of Webster’s Dictionary, 
or lead the public into the belief thatit is 
a reproduction of a modern edition of that 
work.” 

As we said in the beginning, thisis a de- 
cision that tends to the protection of legiti- 
mate literary property and the security of 
the publishing business, and tends as well 
to the protection and security of the gen- 
eral public against imposition. 

“CONSIDERABLE EQUANIMITY.” 

Thisis the slightly sarcastic phrase by 
which the Financial Chronicle describes the 
sentiment of the mercantile community 
with reference to the recent action of the 
House on the Bland Silver bill. The busi- 
ness men of the country—who, as a class, 
know perfectly well with what ills that 
measure is big—say to themselves that no 
matter what the House may do with it, or 
even the Senate, should the House pass it, 
the veto of the President would be inter- 
posed to “‘save the country from the con- 
sequences of such reckless folly.” They 
rest on BENJAMIN HaRRISON’S veto, and in 
the meantime they count up the exports 
and imports, estimate the enormous bal- 
ance of trade, regard the prosperous con- 
dition of the railways, and, finding their 
own affairs very dull, they watch the pro- 
fessionalsin Wall Street betting on the 
Reading “‘combine,” or venture to try to 
eke out moderate profits by a “flier” in the 
Vanderbilts. 


There are people who call this philosophy. 
It looks remarkably like laziness, with a 
tinge of stupidity. The majority that re- 
fused to postpone the consideration of the 
Bland bill can pass it through the House. 
So far as can be judged by the votes thus 
far taken, there are not enough honest- 
money Democrats joined to all the honest- 
money Republicans to defeat the bill, even 
if the latter should vote against it, which 
is by no means certain, many of them hav- 
ing been taught by Mr, REED that it is bet- 
ter to drive the other party into evil ways 
than to protect the country from danger in- 
volved in that process. Now if the Bland 
bill—which is far the most shameless and 
mischievous financial measure ever re- 
ported favorably to the House of Repre- 
sentatives—shall be passed by that body 
there are certain results that will be 
sure to follow, without any reference to 
whether the Senate shall pass it or Mr. 
HARRISON shall have or shall embrace 
the opportunity to veto it. One of these is 
that the Bland bill will be the dominant 
issue, and practically the sole issue, in the 
Congressional and Presidential elections 
this year. Our sanguine and complacent 
business friends think, perhaps, that that 
is not matter of much consequence, as they 
can defeat the free-silver candidate. Per- 
haps they can; but they cannot be perfectly 
sure, and, pending the elections for more 
than a half year, they will have to 
stand the strain of a severe strug- 
gle, which, by the rest of the world 
at least, will be held doubtful until 
it is closed. While they are flattering 
themselves with hopes based on the large 
favorable “balance of trade,” let them 
ask themselves in what this balance is be- 
ing settled whenitis plain that gold does 
not now come this way, but moves rather 
in the opposite direction. They will find 
that it is largely settled in American securi- 
ties held abroad, and that one of the rea- 
sons why it is so settled, probably the 
strongest reason, is that the financiers of 
Europe are afraid that we are drifting 
helplessly to silver payments. 

Will that fear be allayed by reading the 
American press for six months of a canvass 
on the issue of free coinage One portion 
of the press will be engaged in showing 





rency ig inevitable. Another portion will 
maintain as earnestly that a silver cur- 
rency will be just what we need. All will 
tend to confirm the apprehension of the 
foreign financiers, who have no doubt at 
all as to what a silver currency will be 
or what it will do. And this is but a 
striking example of the mischief that will 
be done’ by a mere campaign on the silver 
question, however it may end. The do- 
mestic finances will be disturbed by the 
same forces, the same sentiment, the same 
reasoning. And this isthe prospect that 
the business men of the United States con- 
template with “* considerable equanimity ” ! 

' 

THE ENGLISH ,COAL STRIKE. 

The meeting is announced to be held to- 
day which will decide whether the striking 
English miners shall return to work 
at the end of a week or whether the 
strike shall be prolonged. Already the 
miners have “shown their power” 
mainly at their own expense, but in 
part also at that of the poorer con- 
sumers of coal, The scarcity of coal, which 
even yet has scarcely come to pass as a 
fact, was discounted weeks ago in the mar- 
ket price by reason of the unusual delib- 
eration and publicity with which the strike 
has been conducted. It has been, in aman- 
ner, a friendly strike, as has been witnessed 
by the precautions that have been taken to 
prevent the deterioration of the property. 
To this there is now a conspicuous excep- 
tion in the refusal of the strikers of Dur- 
ham to keep the mines free from water, 
and this refusal involves the threat of a 
water famine-in Durham city. It is fair 
to bear in mind, in considering this excep- 
tion, that the Durham miners have an or- 
ganization of their own and are not under 
the control of the Miners’ Federation. 

The avowed purpose of the strike was to 

prevent a reduction of wages threatened 
dy the condition of the market, and this 
was to be effected by refusing to mine coal 
until the stock on hand was exhausted. 
This plan: might work if England were an 
isolated country, and if its manufacturers 
could use the tariff as the manufacturers of 
this country have in many in8tances been 
able to do to prevent foreign competition 
after they had done away with domestic 
competition by combination. Foreign coal 
is coming in in large quantities, however, 
to disappoint this hope. The enormous de- 
mand of Great Britan will of course raise 
the price of coal on the Continent if the 
British strike continues, but it is likely 
to have-a more serious effect on British 
industries. The foundation of the manu- 
facturing prosperity of Great Britain 
being her enormous supply of cheap coal, 
within easy access of heriron min®s, the 
freight of coal across the Channel would 
operate upon British manufacturers as a 
handicap that they could not sustain. An 
increase in the cost of production by means 
of an advance of wages to the miners would 
also be a handicap, though whether a 
hopeless one would of course depend 
uponits amount. In any case, a protracted 
strike among the coal miners would be a 
very serious threat against the prosperity 
of Great Britain. Such a strike is not 
practicable, but a strike even of a fortnight 
must necessarily dislocate the industries of 
the country more or less seriously and give 
to its foreign competitors a corresponding 
advantage. 

If the miners go back to work at the end 
of a week, they will have injured them- 
selves, and they will have submitted to a 
reduction of their wages to the extent of 2 
per cent. fortheyear. The longer the return 
is delayed the more serious will be the re- 
sults of the strike. Butitdoes not follow 
that an order to resume work will be 
obeyed with the same unanimity and 
alacrity that have been displayed in obey- 
ing the order to quit work. It seems that, 
while the heads of families among the 
strikers quitted work with reluctance 
and -will go back to it gladly, the 
single young men among them regard 
the interruption of their work as a 
lark, and spend their enforced holiday 
in drinking at the music halls and in rabbit 
coursing. Their good nature will last but 
a short time, and when it is exhausted 
there are in any one of a dozen British 
towns all the ingredients ready for a de- 
structive riot. This danger affords the 
most urgent reason why their “ holiday” 
should be brought to a close at the earliest 
possible moment by a resumption of work. 
The British miner eminently belongs to the 
classes of which it has been said that 
“‘they know not how to be idle and inno- 
cent.” Whoever has and uses the power to 
dismiss some hundreds of thousands of 
rough, uneducated men from their work 
and from earning their support, even for a 
week, incurs a frightful responsibility. It 
is to be hoped that nothing will happen to 
bring this responsibility home to the leader 
of the Miners’ Federation. 
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Whatever doubt there may have been 
concerning the motive of the explosion of 
dynamite in the house of the Princesse DE 
SAGAN, there seems to be none that the ex- 
plosion at the Lobau Barracks was the 
result of an Anarchist plot, and that the 
explosion was merely a protest against the 
present constitution of society. Assooften 
happens in such cases, the only destruction 
was that of property, and the crime is there- 
fore not capital, although the men who 
committed it doubtless intended not merely 
murder but massacre. The defect in the 
law, thus sharply pointed out, it is proposed 
by the French Government to remedy by 
a law making punishable with death 
all willful destruction of property by 
means of explosives. This is a piece 
of legislation ‘that might properly be 
imitated in other countries. The men who 
make murderous war upon society as at 
present constituted will have a right to 
despise it if it does not take very severe 
measures with them when it catches them. 
There is no country, except Russia, in 
which the motives of an agitator by dyna- 
mite are more respectable than those of 
ahy common murderer, or can properly be 
urged in mitigation of his offense. More- 
over, not only enmity against the human 
race, but private spite against particular 
members of it, may be expressed by dyna- 
mite, and an enactment of the proposed 
French law would tend to secure society 





against one of the most heartless and de, 
praved forms of crime. 
—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_———— 

Recorder SmytH makes the suggestion 
that, before another Judge of the Court 
of General Sessions is provided for, some 
effort be made to expedite the business 
of disposing of criminal] cases with the 
means now at command. He believes that, 
if some of the assistants of the District At- 
torney ‘were set to making a careful exami- 
nation of the accumulated cases, many 
could be weeded out by being indorsed for 
dismissal before being brought into court, 
thus saving time. There are many cases 
of long standing that can never be brought 
to trialon account of insufficiency of evi- 
dence or the disappearance of the defend- 
ants from tle jurisdiction of the court. 
But the most important of the Recorder's 
suggestions is that Police Justices sitting 
in the Court of Special Sessions should 
have power to try petty cases where a 
jury isdemanded. Now, no matter how in- 
significant a case may be, if the defendant 
is entitled to a trial by jury and demands 
it, the time of the~ Court of General Ses- 
sions must be taken up with the trial. 
Most of our Police Justices are a poor lot, 
but there are some who are capable of con- 
ducting regular trials. But if no other 
way is found, it would be better to adopt 
Mr. Nicotw’s plan and create another 
Judgeship than to put up with the delay 
and accumulation of cases.

THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 

The programme offered for public delectation 
atthe fifth concert of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra at Chickering Hall last night was 
varied in its character and content. Four com- 
posers were represented in that part of the 
evening’s work in which the orchestra was 
heard. All four differed in their national and 
temporal environments, in feeling, and in pur- 
pose. All fourof them displayed (and two are 
still displaying) a strange disregard of the 
wsthetical theory of Dr. Edward Hauslick 
that the subject matter of music is not 
feeling, but simply music. These four com- 
posers were Beethoven, Nicode, Tschaikow- 
eky, and Liszt. The first was represented by 
his glorious seventh symphony, which, viewed 
from the point of either Dr. Hauslick or Rich- 
ard Wagner, is great music always; the second 
by a vocal excerpt, the ‘Fata Morgana,” from 
his symphonic ode, “* The Sea,” of which the am- 
bitious orchestral tone paintings have aiready 
been given by the Philharmonic Society; the 
third by his noble overture fantasy, as it is 
called, to ‘‘ Hamlet,” and the fourth by what is 
generally regarded as the best of his symphonic 


poems, ‘‘ Les Preludes.” In addition to these 
numbers there were three songs with piano ac- 
companiment—Richard Strause’s “Staendchen,” 
Chopin's “Das Kingelein,” and Schumann’s 
*“ Auftriige,” supplemented in response to re- 
— with Brahms’s ‘“Vergebliches Staend- 
chen,” 

The only serious fault that can te found with 
this programme is one which the average hearer 
will not find. Perhaps the general concert- 
goer will discover a superabundance of purism 
in the wish that songs with piano accompani- 
ment, even when that accompaniment is so 
beautiful in its sympathy and so exquisite in its 
technical finish as Mr. Nikisch’s, might be re- 
fused admission to orchestral concerts. To be 
sure, Mrs. Nikisch is heard at her best in lieder. 
Sbe sings them with the true German per- 
sonal intimacy of communication, and that we 
take to be the real secret of lieder singing—the 
secret which the Italians never find. Perhaps 
it Was as a means to an end that Mr. Nikisch 
gave us the songs, but they were hardly con- 
sistent with the eternal fitness of things, even 
though the custom of such introductions is con- 
tinued in European musical centres. The Nicode 
‘Fata Morgana,” though it is something of a 
jewel in its way. lost some of its lustre through 
removal from its setting. 

Mr. Nikisch’s reading of the seventh sym- 
phony was characteristic of the conductor. 
First, last, and all the time he is a romanticist, 
and he displayed his usual quick perception and 
affectionate exposition of the romantic side of 
the workin hand. It is the fashion to find 
fault with musicians who treat Beethoven in 
this manner, and undoubtedly the manner is to 
be condemned when it is softened and sweet 
ened into sentimentalism. It is impossible to 
temper the austerity of Beethoven’s utterance 
without danger of misrepresenting him to the 
receptive listener. An expert stone polisher 
would smooth the grandeur out of the wrinkled 
front of the Sphinx. But Mr. Nikisoh 
does not sentimentalize Beethoven. He 
does not read him in a _ false light 
He simply accentuates that part of the master’s 
utterauce which appeals to his romantic feeling, 
and in this he does no violence, for Beethoven 
was both classic and romantic. Nor can it be 
said that the pure musical beauty of the mas- 
ter’s classicism is at all obscured when the ro- 
mantic spirit of his works is fully and eloquent- 
ly exposed so long as this is done with breadth 
and dignity. So far as we are able to discern 
the value of Mr. Nikisch’s Beethoven reading, 
it consists in his ability to accomplish this task, 
which requires not only keen intellectual in- 
sight, but self-control, the foundation of true 
artistic repose. 

The “ Hamlet” prelude of Tschaikowsky has 
been sufficiently discussed in these columns to 
pass without further comment at this time 
than the baid reminder that it is one of the 
most eloquent works ofavery ableman. The 
intense modernism of its treatment and the un- 
equivocal manner in which it betrays the com- 
poser’s alm at making programme music might 
be subjects for dispute were such dispute fruit- 
ful of good. But the value of programme music 
depends so much on the agreement of the 
hearer with the theory on which the composer 
bases his effort, that it may as well be frankly 
admitted that the opponent of this kind of com- 
position disproves its worth for himeelf, and 
leaves emotional enjoymont for him who 
is willing to seek it Mr. Nikisch, as 
& romanticist, believes in “the expressive 
power of music and reads such compositions as 
Tschaikowsky’s “ Hamlet’ accordingly. His 
construction of the salient passages of the 
work did not ditfer from those with which we 
are familiar except in a little broadening of the 
tempo of the cantabile and a mild repression of 
the more stormy episodes—the latter induced, 
perhaps, by regard for the auditorium in which 
the performance was given. Whatever may be 
the differences of opinion as to the readings of 
the present conductor of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, they make food for thought, and 
that is something for which all music lovers 
should be grateful.

LIABILITIES OF J. E. GUENZBUR@ 
aMOUNT TO 6,000,000 RUBLES. i 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 15.—The abilities of 
J.E. Guenzburg, the Jewish banker, whose sus} 
pension was announced to-day, amount tq 
6,000,000 rubles. A majority of the credi 
are in London and Paris. A meeting of 
bankers of this city was held to-day to con j 
what measures should be adopted in view of thé 
failure. 

BBRLIN, March 15,—Particulars regarding the 
failure of J. E. Guenzburg, the St. Peteraburg 
banker, show that it is attributed partly to Gore 
ernment animosity, which has hampered the 
financial business of the house. Since M, 
Guenzburg, as the leading Jewish banker in 
Russia, aroused the Czar’s wrath by trying te 
buy the influence of the Minister of the In<« 
terior, with a view to bringing about an abate- 
ment in the persecution of the Jews, his affairs 
have gone badly. His intimate relations with _ 
German-Jew bankers have lately been a source 
of weakness, as finances in St. Petersburg are 
now allied with those of Paris. It is expected 
that the creditors of M. Guenzburg will ulti- 
mately be paid in full. 

Berlin firms suffer by the failure to the exten 
of nearly 1,000,000 marks. Russian and Italian 
securities declined 7g per cent. 

Paris, March 15.—The Bourse was unsettled 
to-day in consequence of the failure of M, 
Guenzburg, and the market closed depressed. 
Foreign Government securities dropped 1 te 
1% per cent. 

LONDON, March 15.—The failure of J. E, 
Guenzburg, a leading 8t. Petersburg banker, 
is announced, as is also the failure of an im- 
portant Constantinople firm, Liabilities un« 
known, but very heavy. Effect in London 
slight. » 

The magnitude of the bill-dissounting operae 
tions betwean Guenzburg and Warburg of 
Hamburg excited attention. For years Guenz- 
burg’s credit remained good, assisted by the 
brilliant marriages of the daughters of thé 
family with the Sassoons of England and the 
Gutmans, the wealthiest fronmasters in Aus- 
tria. The failure is ascribed to bold specula- 
tions by Baron David Guenzburg, the Presi 
dent of the Paris branch, who desired to de- 
vel an eniente between France and Russia, 
but failed to acquire afirm footnold on th¢ 
Paris Bourse. 

The principal creditors in Berlin are the Na« 
tional and Deutsche Banks and Warschaner 
Several large Paris and Eerlin bankers, inolud- 
ing the Disconto Gesellscbaft, severed relationg 
with Guenzburg some time ago on rumors of 
the firm’s unfortunate speculations. 

Guenzburg’s assets were formerly reckone@ 
at 10,000,000 rubles. The greatness of thd 
firm dates from the time of the Crimean war, 
when the father of the present head of the firm 
contracted to supply vast quantities of spirite 
to the Russian Army. The present assets con: 
sist mostly of land and mines, upon which real- 
izations cannot readily be made. The trouble ig 
partly due to the expulsion of Jews who were 
employed in the firm’s immense sugar factories.

MONEY AND JEWELS FOUND UNDER THE 
CARPETS AT HER OLD HOME, 


FRESNO, Cal., March 15.—The agent whom 
R. Porter Ashe, the recently-appointed guardian 
of the person and property of Sarah Althea 
Terry sent here to make an inventory and 
place the Terry residence in habitable condition, 
made a sensational discovery to-day. Under 
the carpets Sin various portions of the house 
were found gold coin, paper money, gold jew- 
elry, and many diamonds, both set and unset. 

Her friends have long wondered what she 
could have done with her jewels, which they 
could not find in the pawnshops either in this 
city or in San Francisco, and the find of to-day 
explains it all. 

Mrs, Terry had undoubtedly placed the money 
and jewelry under the carpets for safe-keeping 
and then forgotten all about it. That she actuak 
ly allowed herself to suffer for food while herg 
for want of money is believed, and she would 


not have done this had she remembered thd 
wealth under her feet. 

The jéwels found should aggregate anywhere 
from $3,000 to $5,000. The jewelry, together 
with the money, has been deposited subject to 
the order of Mr. Ashe, 

Some months ago Mrs. Terry was living ina 
large fashionable boarding house in San iran. 
cisco. She complained to the police that she had 
been robbed of several thousand dollars’ worth 
of silks and diamonds, ‘The house was searched 
without result. Now it turns out that the jewela 
found bere are the ones that Sarah Althea 
claimed were stolen. There were also found twa 
partially completed lectures by Mrs. Terry and 
the skeleton of a work on the life of Judge Tex 
ry, and a review of the Sharon case. 





WHO IS ROUSE? 


HE SHOT HIMSELF ON BEING ARRESTED 
FOR GIVING BOGUS CHECKS. 


NeEwW-ORLEANS, March 15.—A handsome, well- 
dressed man arrived here recently and gave the 
name of Rouse, a member of a commercial 
firm of San Francisco. He called on a Mr. 
Rosenfield, a local manufacturer whom he 
had met in New-York, who introduced 
him to M. Scobler, jeweler; D. H. ‘Holmes, dry 
goods, and others, to whom he gave drafts on the 
Nevada Bank of San Francisco and East River 
Bank of New-York for several hundred dollars, 
whioh they cashed. 

Subsequently the parties discovered that the 
drafts were worthless, and notified the Chief of 
Police. Meantime Rouse had purchased a cut- 
rate ticket for New-York. The chief telegraphed 
to Atlanta, Ga., to arrest Rouse. He received a 
dispatch to-night informing him that the cul- 
prit.had been arrested there, but on being taken 
into custody drew: a pistol and shot himself 
through the head. 

Mr. Rosentield stated that Rouse had im- 
pressed upon him most positively that he was & 
member of the firm in San Francisco. While in 
New-York his niece, who is at present in the 
city, associated with Rouse’s family, who are 
highly connected and are in the best society. 
He never took the trouble to inquire about 
Rouse’s business. 

Besides himself and his niece, several friends 
who knew Rouse were of the opinion that he 
was connected with the San Francisco firm, bu§ 
since then have learned differently.

WASSACHUSETTS CAN BE KEPT IN THE 
DEMOORATIO COLUMN IF THE RIGHT 
TICKET 18 NAMED—GOV. RUSSELL AS 
AN EVENTUAL POSSIBILITY. 


BostTox, March 15.—About the middle of April 
the Democrats of Massachusetts will select 
delegates to represent them in the National 
Convention to be held in Chicago in June. 
Thore will be no “snap” convention in this 
Etate. Ample time will be given to the voters 
to formulate their opinions. The Massachu- 
retts Democrats do not stagger under the lethal 
influence of a domineering and self-seeking 
boss; they have no corrupt machine fitted 
to deprive them of their inalienable right to 
free choice and unhampered action. 

Atthe State Convention four delegates at 
large, with four alternates, will be chosen. The 
thirteen Congressional districts will cach select 
thro delogates and two alternates. The State 
will have thirty votes in the national conclave.

The first mentioned group would be willing to 
test the sentiment of the party by introducing a 
resolution into the convention similar to that 
which was passed with substantial unanimity 
by the Rhode Island Democrats, instructing the 
delegates to support Cleveland. This would be 
opposed by the other two. The Hill men do 
not feel strong enough at present to attempt a 
demonstration in favor of their candidate, and 
they would join forces with the advocates of 
neutrality. Such a coalition might be strong 
evough to induce the progressive leaders to 
compromise in the interest of harmony, but the

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There may be 8 po protest against this 
course at the primaries, But unfortunately the 
primaries are usually conducted and managed, 
especially in the cities, by the machine politi- 
cians, and itis among the machine politicians 
that the Hill sentiment finds any lodgment. For 
obvious reasons Boston might be expected to 
send a majority of her delegates to the State 
Convention in favor of the trickster from El- 
mira. Tammany methods are popular with the 
controlling spirits of the city Democracy. Men 
who are-in politics for patronage and spoils 
rather than for principle, look with favor upon 
aman who wins atrick without regard to the 
tactics employed. Men whose claim to recogni- 
tion in the distribution of offices is based upon 
their ability to carry a caucus, whether by su- 
perior numbers, by ballot-box stufting, or by 
fraudulent counting of the votes oast, enter- 
tain a sentimental regard fora man like Hill 
who has won his way to power by similar 
methods. To them the theft of a Legislature is 
a feat that deserves their unqualified approval. 

Another feature of the situation which has 
been brought forcibly to the attention of THE 
TrMes’s correspondent since his arrival in this 
city is the social gulf which separates certain 
elements of the as. The active political 
workers, whose only object in life is to secure 4 
foothold,in the local machine for purposes of 
revenue, entertain a bitter hatred for the great 
body of honest citizens who contend for the 
a ed principles. They sneer at reform, and 
subject the reformers to the most virulent 
abuse and obloquy. Every decent man who 
proclaims his adherence to lofty aspirations 
and progressive policies in our National Admin- 
istration is scouted and jeered at as a Mug- 
wump and asilk stocking. He is regarded as a 
snob and aswell, as too exclusive, and as un- 
willing to associate with the “* plain people.” 

Designing politicians spread this spirit of hos- 
tility and distrust among the ignorant and un- 
thinking, and thus keep them under subjection 
to the machine. In the Irish-American sec- 
tion of the party this feeling of social an- 
tagonism is assiduously cultivated. But it 
finds willing ears also in the ranks of the old- 
line bosses who are conscious of their own 
loss of power and prestige in the councils of the 
party. The brilliant achievements already won 
by Andrew, Williams, and Hoar in the present 
session of Congress lack adequate appreciation 
in the circles just mentioned because these gen- 
tlemen did not come into the party by birth, but 
by migration. é 

The platform which will be adopted at the 
Btate Convention will, of course, be sound in 
every plank. The banner of tariff reform will 
be held aloft and the declarations in favor of a 
stable currency will be explicit and emphatic. 
In fact, the platform will be constructed upon 
the lines of President Cleveland’s utterances 
upon these two vital issues. It would seem that 
the imperative logic of the situation would 
therefore demand that Mr. Cleveland should be 
the unanimous choice of the convention for 
President. What justitication can there be for 
accepting the principles if the man who stauds 
supremely for them is rejected ? 

The leaders who favor neutrality will reply to 
this that they are not opposed to Cleveland as 
a candidate, but that they fear, owing to the 
disturbances in New-York, that he cannot be 
elected. For this reason they would prefer to 
sendan unpledged delegation to Chicago and 
trust to its wisdom and loyalty to do the right 
thing. Among the aggressive leaders such a 
policy is regarded as a cowardly surrender. 
They are not willing to barter their principles 
and abandon their leader because a political 
footpad stands in the road witha bludgeon in 
his hand. If they will follow the lead of Rhode 
Island and demand that the sentiment of the 
people find expression they will win the fight 
and send a delegation pledged to support not 
only the policy outlined by Mr. Cleveland, but 
Mr, Cleveland himself. 

Up to the present time there has been little 
discussion upon the important question of dele- 
gates atlarge. A good deal of quiet work has 
been done in the interest of ambitious gentle- 
men who desire to represent the Bay State 
Democracy in Chicago.

Edgeriy is Presi- 
dent of alarge and prosperous insurance com- 
pany with its headquarters at Springfield. He 
is a New-Hampshire man anda sturdy and in- 
fiuential Democrat. Abouteight or ten years 
ago he was hia party’s candidate for Governor 
of the Granite State, and made a splendid run. 

Col, Cutting is & wealthy citizen of Pittsfield 
and a member of the Governor’s military staff. 
In 1887 he was the Democratic candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor, running on the ticket 
with ex-Congressman Henry B. Lovering, who 
is now Warden of the State prison. Mr. Hough- 
ton is ® manufacturer at Northampton, but he 
is not known outside of his immediate locality, 
and has never been prominently identified with 
politics. He has a brother here in Boston who is 
& prosperous brewer, but wholly untrustworthy 
asa Democrat. He was one of the men who 
fought against the removal of Police Commis- 
sioner Osvorne last year, and it was suspected 
that his friendship forthe latter had a very 
selfish and a very suspicious flavor. 

Mayor Alger of Cambridge is also a candidate, 
but his pronounced Hill proclivities and hislong 
alliance with Lewis and Cunniff in politics ren- 
der his chances extremely slim. 

From the best information to be gleaned in 
conversation with the responsible leaders of the 
party, the four delegates at large will be P. A. 
Collins of Boston, Jobn E. Russell of Leicester, 
John W. Corcoran of Clinton, and Martin Van 
Buren Edgerly of Epringteld, although the lat- 
ter will have a hard fighton his hands. To be 
elected at the convention Mr, Cummings of 
Fall River must contest with Mr. Collins for the 
honor, and Mr. Collins’s standing in the party 
and the general respect entértained for him 
by all classes and sections of the party will in- 
sure his triumphant election as head of the dele- 

ation. 

3 Mr. Collins, it will be remembered, presided 
over the cenvention of 1888 at B8t. Louis, and 
made a speech eulogizing the Administration of 
President Cleveland. Until Hill’s raid on New- 
York, the ex-Congressman was inclined to be- 
lieve that it would be the part of wisdom to re- 
fominate Mr Cleveland. His closest ends 
now say that he is doubtfulof the expediency 
of suth a course, apparently having been erro- 
neously impressed with the belief that there is 
g factional quarrel in New-York State. But if 
the judgment of the party leaders of the other 
sections of the country should incline toward 
the ex-President, Mr. Collins will support him 
loyally in the convention and later on at the 
polls, The same may be said of the three men 
who will be associated with him on the ticket. 

The loyal Democracy of Massachusetts is 
not unmindful of the fact that, should a condi- 
tion arise in the convention which would show 
that Mr. Cleveland could not be the candidate, 
Gov. Russell at once becomes a possibility. 
There is not a Democratic politician in the 
State, high or low, who would not delight to 
honor the Governor, and yet there is no 
sign ofa movementin any quarter to start a 
boom for that gallant young leader. Indeed, the 
Governor himself has resolutely discouraged 
any attempt to place him in the attitude of a 
favorite son. eis a Cleveland man from con- 
viction, and he has never let an opportunity 
slip by him publicly to declare his preference. 

He has decided not to go to the convention as 
a delegate or as a guest of the délegation, and 
he could goin either capacity. It is a moral 
certainty that Mr. Russell could carry Massa- 
chusetts as a Presidential candidate, providin 
the party’s attitude in Congress on thetariff a 
finance is progressive andsound. That he could 
carry Rhode Island and New-Hampshire also, 
the shrewdest observers honestly believe. No 
other man whose nomination is a possibility, 
with the single exception of Grover Cleveland, 
could accomplish such a result, He is a man of 
extraordinary sagacity considering his years. 
He isa fiuent and effective orator, and bis rep- 
utation as a man and as a public officer is with- 
out a flaw. 

But his ambition is to see Grover Cleveland 
nominated, and to follow dutifully wherever he 
leads, And in that ambition three-fourths of 
the honest Democrats of.the State are in entire 
unison and accord with him.

OBITUARY. 
VISCOUNT HAMPDEN. 

The Right Hon. Sir Henry Bouverie William 
Brand, Viscount Hampden, G. C. B., P. C., late 
Speaker of the House of Commons, died at 
Brighton, England, yesterday. He was the 
second son of the twenty-first Baron Dacre, 
and was born in December, 1814, In July, 1852, 
he obtained a seat in the House of Commons as 
one of the members for Lewes, which borough 
he continued to represent until December, 
1868, and from then until 1884 he sat for the 
County of Cambridge. In February, 1858, he 
was appointed Keeper of the Privy Seal to the 
Prince of Wales, but he held the office for only 
afew weeks. He held the position of Parlia- 


mentary Secretary to the Treasury from June, 
1859, to July, 1866. In 1859 Mr. Brand suc- 


ceeded Sir William Hayter as senior “ whip” of 

the Liberal Party, and for nine years he ener- 
etically and with great zeal discharged the 
uties of that office. 

Mr. Brand was nominated by the Government 
to succeed Mr. Denison, afterward Viscount Os- 
sington, as Speaker of the House of Commons, 
when that seat was vacated by the latter, and 
he was elected without opposition in February, 
1872. Atfirstsome doubt was expressed as to 
whether a gentleman who had been so peouliar- 
ly identified with the interests of one party 
would preside impartially over the discussions 
of the House of Commons, but Mr. Brand dis- 
charged the duties of his office to the satisfac- 
tion of Liberals and Conservatives alike. a 

Mr. Brand was again clected Speaker without 
opposition in March, 1874, when a new Parlia- 
ment was elected and the Conservatives were 
placed in power. He was elected Speaker for 
the third time April 29, 1880, and on him fell 
the chief burden of dealing with the “obstruc- 
tionists,” who during the following two sessions 
did their best to render Parliamentary govern- 
mentimpossible. Atthe end of the session of 
1881 the Queen conferred on Mr. Brand the dig- 
oo gg the Civil Grand Cross of the Order of the 

ath. - 

Sir Henry Brand’s name came frequently be- 
fore the public for some years in connection 
with a scheme for the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the agricultural laborers on his estat 
at Glynde in Sussex. He was a magistrate an 
Deputy Lieutenant for Sussex, On his retire- 
ment from the chair of the House of Commons 
in 1884 he was created Viscount Hampden, and 
in 1886 he was made a Privy Councilor. 

He married in 1838 Eliza, daughter of Gen. 
Robert Ellice.

HENRY KETCHUM STEARNS. 

Henry Ketchum Stearns died at the family 
residence, 81 Lefferts Place, Brooklyn, yester- 
day morning. Mr. Stgarns had been ill with in- 
fluenza since last Thursday, but his condition 
was not considered. at all serions till Monday 
night, when complications arose which quickly 
resulted in death. The funeral will take place 


from the Church of the Messiah at Greene and 
Clermont Avenues at 5:30 o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon. 

Mr, Stearns was born in this oity in Novem- 
ber, 1832. His father was Henry K. Stearns, 
who died in 1836 while United States Consul to 
one of the West Indian Islands. His mother 
was @ daughter of Capt. Cornelius Schermer- 
horn of the well-known New-York family of 
thatname. Mr. Stearns was a grandson of Dr. 
Jobn Stearns, a State Senator early in the 
century, also first President of the Academy of 
Medicine and first President of the New-Eng- 
land Society. 

The subject of this sketch was married in 
December, 1862, to Miss Frances Bloomer, 
daughter of Elisha Bloomer. Mrs. Stearns died 
several years ago. 

Last October Mr. Stearns married Miss Emily 
Merry of Coventry, England, who survives. 
Mr. Stearns was formerly a member of the fitm 
of John N. Stearns & Co., silk manufacturers of 
this city and Petersburg, Va. He retired from 
the firm in 1882 with a fortune. In the same 
year he removed to Brooklyn. He had an office 
at 140 Nassau Street where he managed the 
business of his estate. 

Mr. Stearns was a prominent Republican. At 
the time of hisdeath he was President of the 
Republican organization of the Seventh Ward 
and a member of the Hamilton and Lincoln 
Clubs. He was also a member of the New-York 
Republican Club. 

Mr. Stearns was an earnest church worker. 
He was a member of the Church of the Messiah, 
and was active inits bureau of charities. He 
was prominently identified with the Red Hook 
Mission of Brooklyn. 

Besides Mrs. Stearns, two brothers, John N, 
Stearns, the silk manufacturer, and James 8. 
Stearns, of the law firm of Stearns and Curtis 
of 58 William &treet, this city, survive.

ENS Sn 
ENCOURAGEMENT FOR FRIENDS 
AND DISMAY FOR OPPONENTS. 


MANY DOUBTERS NOW SEE THAT THE 
EX-PRESIDENT I8 THE ONLY CANDI- 
DATE FOR THE DEMOCRATS—A SE- 
VERE BLOW AT HILLISM. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Everybody saw and 
read to-day the letter of Mr. Cleveland, and 
almost everybody talked about it. To the men 
who have been wondering what Hill would do 
next that was cheeky and calculated to increase 
the doubt about nominating a man who wants 
the Presidency so badly and so candidly as Hill 
it seemed like a discharge from a battery of 
eight-inch guns delivered at short range. 

Those Southern Democrats who are infatuated 
with the notion that Hill has a mortgage upon 
the New-York Democracy and will be able to 
foreclose itfor a majority, no matter how he 
gots a Presidential nomination, consoled them- 
selves with the idea that Hill has the 
machine s0 solidly in New-York that 
he will be able to frighten the Cleve- 
land men out of the race yet. But they 
do not quite relish the fact that the Cleveland 
letter will go by telegraph to the very towns 
that Hill is now visiting to beg that he may be 
considered as a candidate from the State .of 
New-York, and they are hoping that something 
will be done by Hill to counteract the effect 
that the letter may produce. 

Eenators and Representatives were shy about 
expressing theiropinions of the letters. There 
is nothing shyer now than a Senator or Repre- 
sentative. They are all watching their districts, 
and as soon as they find how the districts are 
going they will gothat way. For that reason 
many of them say when asked for their opinion 
that they do not wish to be quoted at this time, 
as there is so much diversity of opinion at home 
conoerning the availability of candidates. 

The tone and temper of Mr. Cleveland’s letter 
were by everybody considered dignified and just, 
and that feeling akrecd exactly with the almost 
unanimous verdict that was rendered upon the 
performances yesterday of Hill on his delega- 
tion-hunting trip to the South. In the Senate 
cloakroom, where there was more derision of 
Hill’s speeches than comment upon Clevelanud’s 
letter, the speeches at the different stations 
touched yesterday were scornfully referred to 
as “cheap” and ‘childish’? and so common- 
place as to be beneath criticisms. One Senator, 
who had listened to the comments upon the 
speech, said that he would conolude, after re- 
fiection upon what he had heard during the day, 
that the only supporters that Hill has now left 
in the Senate are Pugh of Alabama and Colquitt 
of Georgia. 

The Cleveland letter has undoubtedly atiffened 
the support of Oleveland inthe minds of the men 
who were in doubt because they could not tell 
whether Mr. Cleveland was not inclined to ac- 
cept the action of the State Convention as bind- 
ing upon the party and himself. The declaration 
of Mr. Cleveland, it is believed, will settle 
the votes of the entire Northwest, and Col. Mor- 
rison, who went out to Illinois a doubtful man 
and who has found out that the people are 
stronger for Cleveland than he thought they 
were, says that the modest declaration of Cleve- 
land that he will be a candidate if the party asks 
him will make the Illinois delegation solid for 
Cleveland. 

Some of the Gorman men, who have believed 
that Palmer has been under the tuition of Gor- 
man and that he would try to hold the Illinois 
Democrats, to be thrown for anybody whom he 
might indicate, about as Gorman threw Spring- 
er for Crisp, are a good deal discouraged at the 
prospect of finding the delegation for the very 
inan, of all others, whom they supposed they had 
least to fear.

VIRGINIA GAMBLERS’ PLAN TO EVADE A 
NEW LAW. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 15.—It is said that the 
bookmakers and poolsellers at Virginia's Monte 
Carlo, Jackson City, and elsewhere in the State 
have a plan for beating the anti-gambling law 
enacted at the recent session of the Legislature. 

This act imposes a heavy fine and a long term 
in jail upon persons convicted of either of these 
offenses. The Jackson City poolsellers’ plan for 
evading the law is to take the bets and telegraph 
them to Guttenberg and other race courses out 
side of Virginia. The results of these contests are 
to be communicated to the poolsellers by the 
same means. 

It.is contended that this course will not come 
within the provisions of that law, and that the 
offenders who resort to it cannot be punished. 
At any rate, it is said that some of the gam- 
blers propose to risk it and make a test case 
for the courts to pass upon. 

The police authorities here declare that if the 
pool rooms open and an attempt is made to con- 

uct the business under any such guise as de- 
scribed, the offenders will be promptly arrested, 
Despite these threats it is one probable that 
poolselling in some shape will still go on in the 
Old Dominion.

AN INSANE MAN’S ACT.

WALTER SNYDER SHOT HIS BEST THREE 
FRIENDS AND KILLED HIMSELF. 


TrF¥r1n, Ohio, March 15.—Walter Snyder to-day 
shot E. T. Naylor, Burt Crobaugh, and Thomas 
Downey, and then killed himself. For nearly 
fifty yoars the hardware establishment of John 
M. Naylorhas been one of the city’s leading 
business establishments, and Snyder, Crobaugh, 
and Edward T. Naylor, the latter the half- 
brother of the proprietor, have been employed 
asclerks for many years. Last week it was 
announced that a change had been made in the 
firm by the admission of Crobaugh and young 
Naylor, and some comment was made at the 
time that Snyder was left out. 

it has since been learned that Snyder, though 
worth perhaps $20,000, had his money so tied 
up in real estate that he could not take an inter; 
estin the business. It seemed to have been 

eriectly satisfactory to him at the time, but 
— it so preyed upon his mind that he became 

neane. - 

He entered the store as usual this morning, 
and found the others already there. He made a 
pretense of desiring Crobaugh and Naylor to 
examine the contents of a box which he had 
just received by express, and when they were 
at his side, shot them both and then turned the 
revolver on Downey, who had entered to save 
the lives of the others. 

Crobaugh’s injury is supposed to he only a 
flesh wound, andit is thought that he will re- 
cover. 

Downey received three bullets, one in his 
arm, ouein his side, and the thirdin the back. 
His recovery is not considered probable. 

Allthe men engaged inthe tragedy stand 
high in the community. 

Bnyder was a member of the Forty-ninth 
Regiment during the war, and Naylor was with 
the Eighth Obio. Allsave Snyder are married 
aud have families. 





FiGHT WiTH BURGLABS.

SCRIMMAGE ON 
MOVING TRAIN. 


WILMINGTON, Del, March 15.—A desperate 
battle with revolvers between four burglars, 
who blew open safes and robbed stores in Mil- 
ford, Del., Sunday night, and three constables 
occurred on @ rapidly-moving train early this 
morning. 

The burglars boarded the Norfolk express,

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RAUM ON THE DEFENSIVE 


ASKED ABOUT THE USE OF HIS 
OFFICE IN POLITICS, 


THE COMMISSIONER DECLINES TO AN- 
SWER QUESTIONS ABOUT HIS PRIVATE 
AFFAIRS—HIS WORK IN MR. COOPER’S 
DISTRICT. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Gen. Green B. 
Raum, the Commissioner of Pensions, took the 
witness stand at the opening of the meeting of 
the House committee investigating the Pension 
Office to-day. 

Mr. Payson, Gen. Raum’s counsel, stated to 
the committee that the Commissioner desired to 
read a sworn statement relating to Pension Of- 
fice affairs generally and bearing on various or- 
ders issued before he was examined, but the 
committee declined to allow it to be read at 
present. Accordingly, Mr. Cooper (Dem., Ind.,) 
began the examination. 

The Commissioner said he had discontinued 
the practice of publishing the addresses of pen- 
sioners because of requests from pensioners 
themselves. He had no relatives in the Pension 
Office, but a few days ago had recommended 
that his daughter be appointed his private sec- 
retary, and she was now acting as such. 

Another of the tilts which enlivened last 
year’s investigation was then precipitated by 
an inquiry from Mr. Cooper as to Commissioner 
Raum’s connection with the Gypsum Mining 
Company. Mr. Payson objected to any ques- 
tions touching Gen. Raum’s private business. 
As Gen. Raum’s counsel, he advised him not to 
answer. Gen. Raum took this advice, except 
80 far as to assert that Bradley Tanner, his con- 


fidential clerk, had none of the stook, and that 
he had no information that Col W. W. Fleming, 
AD attorney, had any. 

Mr. Cooper asked if witness had borrowed 
money from an attorney, the consideration for 
the loan being the promotion of one of his clerks. 

Gen. Raum at first said he proposed to stand 
on his rights and let Mr. Cooper gnaw a fle. 
He could prove no such thing because it did not 
exist. Finally, he said he had borrowed $500 
ot Mr. Lockwood. The making of the loan had 
no connection whatever with the promotion of 
a@ girl clerk in his office. Mr. Thompson had be- 
tore and since that time urged the promotion of 
this clerk, and so had the late Senator Plumb. 
He paid the note when it became due, without 
anything ever having been said to him about 
its payment, and did not pay it for the reason 
that he had been called on for the money be- 
cause the girl was not promoted. Mr. Raum 
said he really could not recall the name of the 
girl, and 1f she had been promoted he did not 
know it. 

Mr. Cooper next branched off into an inquiry 
with reference to the conduct of the Commis- 
sioner in his (Cooper's) district at the last eleo- 
tion. The Commissioner said that he had gone 
there and endeavored to defeat Mr. Cooper. He 
had made a number of speeches and a number 
of old soldiers had called on him with reference 
to pension matters. He had taken their memo- 
randa and Jesse Weeks (an Indiana politician) 
had written the facts in reference to each claim 
to the Pension Office. He had informed Mr. 
Dunbar, Mr. Cooper’s Republican opponent, 
that he would see that requests from him in re- 
lation to pension claims received attention. He 
had given this privilege to other prominent citi- 
zens in different parts of the country. The let- 
ters and his orders in the matter were on file 
and would be produced. 

Mr. Little (Dem., N. Y.,) asked if the Commis- 
sioner had ever given Democratic candidates 
for Congress the privilege of making claims 
special, and if the Pension Office was notin that 
way being used for political purposes. 

The Commissioner did not recall any case in 
which he gave Democratic contestants special 
privileges. Hethought that members of Con- 
gress and others, while there might be some pol- 
itics in it, were not, asa rule, actuated by sin- 
ister motives, and a desire to advance their 
interests, but by a desire to push up the work of 
the office and aid pensioners. 

Mr. Cooper called attention to one slip signed 
by his competitor, Dunbar, which had been 
taken from the completed files. 

The witness was anxious to learn how Mr. 
Cooper got it, but that gentleman declined to 
furnish any information by which the Commis- 
sioner might trace itto the employe who gave 
itto bim. The Commissioner admitted that the 
instrumentalities of the Pension Office were 
solnetimes used by Congressmen and others for 
political ends by securing action on pension 
tluime. Lis experience was that it did not 
have much political effect, however. 

Mr. Cooper next asked if there was any man- 
ner in which the letter of a pension applicant 
who had no attorney, when addressed to him 
(the Commissioner) would get into the hands of 
his son John, an attorney. 

The Commissioner replied that he knew of no 
possible way. 

Mr. Cooper asked no further questions, and the 
committee adjourned. 





THE SWEET CONTEMPT CASE. 


HE REFUSES TO TESTIFY AND THE COURT 
POSTPONES SENTENCE. 


TRENTON, March 15.—The remarkable Sweet 
contempt case took another sensational turn to- 
day in the Mercer County Court. William W. 
Bweet, aclerk forthe Arsenal Pottery, when 
convicted on one indictment for larceny, turned 
Btate’s evidence on the other twenty-five indict- 
ments, and, by agreement, he was to be used as 
the prosecuting witness against Eardley and 
Levy, who were indicted with him. Yesterday, 


when the trial was called, he asked to change 
his plea of non vulttothatof not guilty. The 
court refused to make the change. Sweet was 
ordered to testify and refused. He was then 
sent to jail for soutempt of court. 

To-day Judge Conover of Monmouth County, 
whois sittingin the placeof Judge Woodruff, 
Caused a sensation by announcing that he re- 
fused to open the pleas of non vult, and, if Sweet 
still persisted in being silent, he would at once 
be sentenced. The Prosecutor asked him the 
question and he declined positively to answer. 
Judge Conover waxed warm and ordered him 
out of the witness chair. 

The Prosecutor then said: ‘It will be impossi- 
ble for me to convict Eardley and Levy without 
your testimony. I shall ask the court to instruct 
the jurors to find them not guilty and that you 
be sentenced at once. The jury were so in- 
structed and rendered a verdict of not guilty. 

The Judgo then proceeded to sentence Sweet, 
but as he was without counsel, Capt. W. D. 
Holt and H. N. Barton volunteered to plead for 
the young man. The court and the counsel be- 
came entangled ina wrangle, which became 
very hot. It,resulted, however, in Judge Con- 
over deferring sentence until Friday and fixing 
the bail at $3,000. 





TRYING TO BREAK A WILL. 
SANDUSKY, Ohio, March 15.—J. C. Lockwood, 
& wealthy shipowner of Milan, who was well 
known in Cleveland, Chicago, Buffalo, Duluth, 
and along the lakes, died some time ago leaving 
an estate valued at $800,000. He made a will 


giving the bulk of his property to his wife and 
son, but left numerous bequeste to kinsfolk and 
to charity. He afterward made codicils which 
changed the will, and by which certain relatives 
Were cut off, or bequests considerably lessened. 

These kinsfolk—two sisters, a niece, and 
mnephew—are now trying to break tbe will, 
asserting that he was not of sound mind, and 
that undue influence was used to make him 
change the will. The amount involved is be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000.

SHUT FROM OUR MARKETS. 


A PROCLAMATION AGAINST VENEZUELA, 
HAITI, AND COLOMBIA. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—In accordance with 
the provisions of Section 3 of the Tariff act of 
1890, known as the reciprocity section, Seocre- 
tary Blaine, on Jan. 7 last, addressed notes to 
the representatives in this city of Austria-Hun- 
gary, Colombia, Haiti, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Spain for the Philippine Islands, and -Venez- 
uela, informing them that, unless some under- 
standing was reached as to a commercial ar- 
rangement before March 15, the President 


would be compelled to issue his proclamation 
imposing the duties fixed in that section on 
sugar, molasses, coffee, and hides, the product of 
the countries named. 

A commercial arrangement with Nicaragua 
has already been published. It is understood 
that a similar arrangement has been agreed 
upon with Honduras, and will be announced 
within a few days; also that Austria-Hungary 
has made a definite proposition, as likewise 
Spain, respecting the rhijippive Islands, which 
give promise of early and satisfactory adjust- 
ment. This leaves only Colombia, Haiti, and 
Venezuela subject to action under the tariff law, 
and us to these countries the President to-day 
issued his proclamation declaring the duties set 
forth in Section 3 in force as to sugar, molasses, 
cotlee, and hides, the product of or imported 
frou these countries. Separate proclamations of 
the same purport are issued to each country. 

The tollowing is the text of that respecting 
Venezuela: 

Whereas, in Section 3 of an act passed by the 
Congress of the United State, entitled “An act to 
reduce the revenue and equalize «iuties on imports 
aud for other purposes,” approved Oct. 1, 1890, it 
was provided as igilows: “That with a view tu 
secure recipes trfMe with countries producing the 
foliowing afticles, and for this purpose, on and after 
the lst day of January, 189z, whenever and so often 
as the President shall be satisfied that the Goveru- 
ment of any country producing and jexporung 
sugars, molasses, colfee, tea, and hides, raw apd un- 
cured, or any of such articles, imposes duties or 
other exactions upon the agricultural or other pro- 
ducts of the United States, which in view of the 
free introduction of such sugars, molasses, coffee, tea, 
and hides into the United States he may deem to be 
reciprocally unequal and unreasonable, he shall 
have the power and it shall be his duty to suspend, 
by proclamation to that etfect, the provisions of this 
act relating to the free introduction of such sugars, 
molasses, cotfee, tea, aud hides, the productiun of 
such country, for such time as he shall deem just, 
avd in such case, and during such suspension, 
duties shall be levied, collected, and paid upon sugars, 
molasses, coffee, tea, aud hides, the product of or ex- 

orted from such designated country,” the duties 
ereinafier set forth: : 

And whereas, it has been established to my satis- 
faction, and i tind the fact to be, that the Govern- 
ment of Venezuela does impose duties or other ex- 
actions upon the agricultural and other products of 
the United States, which in view of the free intro- 
duction of such sugars, molasses, coffee, tea, and 
hides into the United states, in accordance with the 
provisious of said act, 1 deem to be reciprocally un- 
equal and unreasonable, 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, President 
of the United States of America, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by Section 3 of said act, by 
which itis made my duty to take action, do hereby 
deciare and proclaim that the provisions of said act 
relating to the freeintroduction of sugars, molasses, 
cotfee, tea, aud hides, the prodaction of Venezuela, 
shall be suspended from and after this 15th day of 
March, 1892, and until such time as said unequal 
and unreasonable duties and exactions are removed 
by Venezuela, and public notice o: that fact given by 
the President of the United States, and I do hereby 
proclaim thatonand after this 15th day of March, 
18¥2, there will be levied, collected, and paid upon 
sugars, molasses, cotfee, tea, and hides, the product 
of or exported from Venezuela, during such sus- 
pension, duties as provided by said act as follows: 

All sugars not above No. 13 butch standard in 
color shali pay duty on their polariscopic tests as fol- 
lows, Namely: All sugars notabove No. 13 Dutch 
standard in color all tank bottoms, syrups of cane 
juice or of beet juice, melada, concentrated melada, 
concrete and concentrated molasses, testing by the 
polariscope not above 75°, 7-1U cent per oy ~ and 
lor every additional degree, or fraction of a degree, 
shown by the pvlariscopic test, 2-100 cent per 
pound additional. 

All sugars above No. 13 Dutch standard in color 
shall be classified by the Dutch standard af color, 
and pay duty as follows, namely: All sugar above 
No. 13, and not above No. 16 Dutch stanaard of 
color, 1% cents per pound. 

All sugar above No. 16 and not above No, 20 
Dutch standard of color, 1% cents per pound. 

All sugars above No. 20 Dutch standard of color, 
2 cents per pound, 

Molasses testing above 56°, 4 cents per gallon. 

Sugar drainings and sugar sweepings shall be sub- 
ject to ‘luty either a8 Molasses or sugar, as the case 
may be, according to polariscopic test. 

On coftee, 3 cents per pound. 

On tea, 10 cents per pouad. 

Hides, raw or uncured, whether dry, salted, or 
pickled, Angora goat skins, raw. without the wool, un- 
manufactured; asses’ skins, raw or unmanufacitured, 
and skins, — sheep skins, with the wool on, 1% 
cents per poun 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington this fifteenth day 
of March, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
two, and of the independence of the United States of

BAD FOR DR. SCUDDER. 


—_———.@——— 
SERVANT SWEARS THAT SHE SAW 
HIM STRIKE THE FATAL BLOWS. 


CuicaGco, March 15.—The preliminary hearing 
in the case of Dr. H. M. Scudder, charged with 
the murder of his mother-in-law, Mrs. F. H. 
Dunton, was resumed this morning. 

Dr. Sheldon Leavitt, who was called after the 
woman bad received her death wounds, said Dr. 
Scudder hadto him attributed Mrs. Dunton’s 
wounds in the head toa fall, striking the fur- 
niture. The witness saw nothing in the room 
which could have caused the wounds except the 
handles of a chiffonier, and they gave no evi- 
dence of having done so. 

On the Tuesday previous to Mrs. Dunton’s 
death he was called to see Dr. Dunton. Dr. 
Soudder said he thought Mr. Dunton was suffer- 
ing from apoplexy. He remained funconsoious 
until Thursday. His face was dark, his cheeks 
were cyanatic, and his condition generally such 
as would be produced by a combination of mor- 
phine and atrophine, though he thought it 
apoplexy at the time. 

Mr. Dunton was confined to his bed on the day 
of Mrs. Dunton’s death, but there was blood on 
the sleeve of his nightshirt. The witness, know- 
ing Mrs. Dunton’s feeble condition, was not sur- 
prised that death ensued from the wound, though 
he did not then know that the skull was fract- 
tured. 

Hannah Johnson, a domesticin the Dunton 
family, testified that, hearing Mra. Dunton 
screaming, she ran up stairs and saw Dr. Scud- 
der strike her three times on the bead, knocking 
herdown. After injecting something iuto her 
head, said the witness, Dr. Scudder went out 
with something like aroll of white cloth pro- 
truding from his pocket. The servant also said 
that Mrs. Scudder was present at the time. 

The witness added that, as she ran up stairs, 
she heard the voice of Mr. Dunton making an 
eutery. He was etanding in the hall, and Dr. 
Scudder seized him dy the arma and pushed him 
into his room, and said ina very angry voice: 
“You go back tobed.” The fact was further 
developed that there was blood on the handles 
ofthe chiffonier and other articles of furniture, 
and that the maid had removed them by Mrs. 
Scudder’s direction.

A GREAT IRRIGATION SCHEME.

TO UTILIZE THE RIO GRANDE—CROPS IN 
MEXICO. 


City oF Mexico, March 15.—It is reported 
that the United States and Mexico will enter 
into arrangements for storing up the water of 
the Rio Grande, so as to provide means of 
irrigating on an immense scale lands on both 
sides of the river below Laredo. This scheme 
bas the approval of eminent engineers and will 
require aspecial treaty between the two nations. 

The effect of this will be to create a great tract 
of fertile land where there is now a wilderness. 
The political effect will be excellent, for instead 
of a wild region in which bandit leaders may 
hide there will be a farming population. 

Recent raing in the States of Tamaulipas, 
Nueva Leon, and part of Coahuila insure a good 
corn cropthis year. The crops in the central 
portion of the republic promise well.

A LIVELY SKIRMISH IN THE SHELBY 
COUNTY CONVENTION. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 15.—The Democratic 
County Convention met this morning to choose 
delegates to the coming Gubernatorial Conven- 
tion, and a wild and wooly time the Buchanan 
and anti-Buchanan people had of itfrom 11 A. 
M. until4:30 P. M. As indicated in these dis- 
patches last night, the Buchanan people showed 


up with a small majority on the face of the re- 
turns, but three wards of the city were contest- 
ed by the anti-Buchananites for palpable stulf- 
ing of the ballot boxes, the number of votes 
being largely in excess of the number of names 
on the poll books.

By this means the Buchanan men elected 
the temporary Chairman by a majority of four 
votes in a total of eighty-nine. The,antis were 
hooted at and howled down by the Buchan- 
an men whenever they attempted to make a 
point of order or do anything else for their 
side. Finally the contests in the three disputed 
wards were referred to a committee on creden- 
tiais composed of aix Buchanan and three anti- 
Buchanan men. At 4:30 o’clook this afternoon 
the committee notified the convention that the 
would not be ready to report before 10 o’cloc 
to-morrow morning, and an adjournment was 
taken to that hour. 

In case the committee report in favor of the 
contestants from any one ofthe three wards, 
the anti-Buchanan men will get contro) of the 
convention. Should the committee decide to 
seat the Buchanan mep, and should the conven- 
tion sustain their report, the antis will bolt, and 
all the Democratio fat will beinthe fire. In 
either event, Buchanan and the Alliance will be 
greatly damaged by the trickery and bulldozing 
methods of his managers in this county.

A CASE OF MEASLES ON THE SERVIA 
STIRS UP HIS WRATH. 


When the steamer Servia’s passengers were 
landed at Ellis Island yesterday, attention was 
called to a child among the steerage passengers 
who was sick. Dr. Tonner found that she had 
the measles and musthave been ill with the 
disease for several days. 

Col. Weber was greatly stirred up by this dis- 
covery. He said that there must be some fault 


somewhere. The ship had passed Quarantine 
without the disease being discovered, and the 
ship’s surgeon had said nothing about it. Col. 
Weber said further that, hereafter, every time 
the Servia came in, none of her steerage pas- 
sengers would be allowed to land until the phy- 
Sicians from the Barge Office had examined 
them ail. 

Some time ago Col. Weber sent a letter to the 
steamship companies asking that he be notified 
when there was any contagious disease on an 
incoming vessel. Some of the companies bad 
done everytning that he wished, said the Colo- 
nel. There were others, however, which had 
done nothing. If the Cunard Company did not 
like the way the Servia was treated, he would 
detain every steamer of the line when it entered 
port until the Barge Office physicians had satis- 
tied themselves that there was no contagious 
disease on board.

AN INSURANCE DECISION. 


—>__—- 
SUIT BY THE CONTINENTAL AGAINST A 
PENNSYLVANIA COMPANY. 


The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
yesterday handed down a decision which is 
final in the appeal on writ of error of the Con- 
tinental Insurance Company of the City of New- 
York against the Insurance Company of the 
State of Pennsylvania. The decision affirms the 
judgment rendered by the jury in the trial in 
the United States Circuit Court before Judge 
Shipman on Sept. 8, 1891. 

The suit wason the notorious frauds of Lo- 
renzo Dimmick, who in 1882 and 1883 was Gen- 
eral Agent at Buffalo of both the companies 


and of two other companies having local 
agents in other places who issued certificates 
tor marine insurance. Dimmick was accus- 
tomed to defraud the Insurance Company of 
the State of Pennsylvania for the benefit of the 
Continental Insurance Company by shifting to 
the former risks of the latter on which pay- 
ments had ergs 5 awemeel to be made. 

The amount of insurance placed by Dimmick 
in the Continental Company was $266,000, and 
of this about $62,000 was reinsured in the Penn- 
sylvauia Company. Of these risks the Pennsyl- 
vania Company was compelled to pay over 
$30,000. The judgment of the lower court was 
for $18,732.20. The presentopinion is by Judge 
Wallace. 

The Judge in stating the case says that the 
theory of the plaintiff in the original suit was 
that Dimmick’s frauds “were a part of a delib- 
erate system devised by Dimmick to defraud 
the plaintif? for the benefit of the defendant 
from motives of personal interest.” The evi- 
dence, the Judge says, did not show that the 
Continental Company had any knowledge of 
the frauds atthe time of the commission, but 
he adds: “The case is ons for the application 
of the rule that he who seeks to avail himself 
of the advantages of the act of another after 
knowledge of its fraudulent character must be 
held to adopt the fraud,salthough at the time of 
the act he was ignorant of it.”

Joseph MoManus, 20 Bowery, and Abraham 
Cohn, 64 Essex Street, (“ Silver-Dollar” pmith’s 
saloon.) 

The men were arrested and arraigned before 
Justice MoMahon at the Tombs Police Court last 
Tuesday, but the cases were adjourned until yes- 
terday. The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst and several 
leading members of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Crime were on hand, The complaint 
agsinst Wendelken was dismissed, as there was 
a doubt whether the liquor was sold in his place 
before or after nidnight. Ali of the other accused 
men except Cohn waived a hearing and were 


bound over in $100 bail for trial in the dim 
future in the Court of General Sessions. 

Cohn’s lawyer demanded a private hearing, 
and Dr. Parkhurst and others filed around into 
a emall back room, where Justice McMablon 
listened to the evidence of Agent Grayson 8. 
Pierce of the society. Pierce testified that he 
and Superintendent Lewis and two companions 
went into Smith's place early on the morning of 
Feb. 28. They found the saloon open, but saw 
no drinking. Going into the hallway, they 
ascended to the second floor, where they played 
pool and were served with beer by Cobn. 

Lawyer Friend, who appeared for Cohn and 
Smith, declared to Justice McMahon that the 
room above Smith’s saloon had no connection 
with his place, but was ocoupied by an organi- 
zation known as the “ Standard Club,” an in- 
corporated social organization. Pierce swore 
that he did not see the name of the club on the 
blinds or on the wall, but he declined to swear 
they were not in those places, and he would not 
swear the room was not a clubroom. As he 
also was not able to swear that the beer fur- 
nished by Cohn was drawn from the fountain 
down etairs, Justice McMahon dismissed the 
pomplaint against Cohn charging him with be- 
ing Smith's bartender and with selling beer in 
violation of the excise laws, and made outa 
new complaint charging him with selling beer 
without a license. 

Cobn, who posed as a “ poor tailor,” waived 
pxamination and was held fin $100 bail for trial, 
The penalty for selling liquor without a license 
js the same as that for selling in violation of 
the excise laws. 

Recorder Smyth yesterday saw fit to reply to 
District Attorney Nicoll’s advocacy of an ex- 
pansion of the Court of General Sessions, as the 
solution of the problem of carrying on wore ex- 
peditiously the business of bringing criminals 
to justice. He does not think that the addition 
of another court is the first necessity. Herather 
thinks that more discrimination may be used in 
the District Attorney's office in the choice of 
causes to be prepared for trial. 

“TI expressed my views in aletter some time 
ago,” said the Recorder, ‘“‘that the creation of 
& Dew court or courts should wait until the new 
oriminal Court House is completed, which will 
bein abouta year. In that building there will 
be accommodation for four courts, and in my 
opinion there is now no necessity for incurring 
the additional expense of more courts, 

“The proper thing for the District Attorney 
to do would be to introduce a bill intothe Legis- 
lature giving tbe Court of Special Sessions the 
power of empaneling a jury to try misdemeanor 
eases. Every Police Justice in every county 
except New-York has the power, and there is 
absolutely no reason why we in New-York 
should not have it. All cases would come to 
this court and we would decide here what cases 
it was proper to try in the Special Sessions. The 
cases would be sent there mandatarially for trial 
that were of a petty character, but in which the 
accused persons demanded a trial by jury, as 
they have the right to do. There are plenty of 
Police Justices, and 1 am sure that they would 
be glad to try cases before a iver. Among the 

ustices who may be specially mentioned as 

aving considerable legal ability are Justices 
Kilbreth, Grady, and Smith. Let the Legislat- 
ure give the Mayor power to designate two of 
these Justices to sit in Special Sessions and em- 
panel a jury to try misdemeanors. ; 

“This plan will have the effect of ridding the 
District Attorney’s office of thousands of excise, 
petty larceny, common assault, and other mis- 
demeanor cases. lor instance, in acharge of 
hair-pulling brought the other day by one young 
woman against another the accused person was 
arrested and demanded atrial by jury. Isit not 
absurd for the time of this court to be taken up 
by such acase? Would it not be much better to 
J euch cases before a jury in Special Sessions, 
with a Police Justice presiding, than by their 
trial in these courts to delay the trial of many 
homicide cases and other importanttriais! [ 
believe it would. Should the course which I 
have suggested be adopted, I have not the slight- 
est doubt that the three courts now sitting would 
be able to entirely clear the pigeonholes of the 
District Attorney’s office: 

“T would also suggest that two of the best 
assistants on Mr. Nicoll’s staff be assigned to 
@xamine cases as they come into court, and if 
they have not reason to. believe that the evi- 
fience is sufficient to warrant a conviction, or 
that the defendant is wrongfully accused or 
should neverdave been held for trial, let them so 
indorse the papers and have the cases dismissed 
fin conrt. This would avoid the oalling of cases 
that fall to the ground from insufficiency, as if 
frequent y witnessed in these courta. Then, ot 
the accumulation of cases of which the Distric- 
Attorney speaks, | venture to say that not one. 
half of them can be tried, for various reasons 
In many of them the defendant is out of the 
jurisdiction of the court, and will probably 
neverreturn Inmany otbers witnesses have 
gone away, with aremote possibility of return- 
in

“During the vacation months the Judges of 
these courts have decided to keep two courts ait- 
ting instead of one as heretofore. This will 
greatly aidin the disposal of any cases that 
may accumulate.” 





THE NEWIOWN CREEK NUISANCE.

EX-MAYORS COOPER AND HEWITT SAY 
THERE ARE NO BAD ODORS THERE, 


Ex-Mayors Edward Cooper and Abram 8. Hew- 
itt were witnesses in Judge Van Wyok’s part of 
the Brooklyn City Court yesterday in the suit 
brought by the Peter Cooper Glue Factory to 
restrain the city authorities from interfering 
with the plaintiff's business in Newtown Creek. 
This suit grew out of the complaints of resi- 
dents of that section of the city on regard to the 
frightful odors that arose from the creek, and 
out of the investigations by the Health Depart- 
ment, the experts deciding thatthe odors came 
from the glue factory. 

Ex-Mayor Cooper gave a history of the 
growth of the business, and said that tbe noxious 
odors never went beyond the factory, and de- 
nied that the waters of Newtown Creek were 
contaminated by refuse from the factory. He 
had often fished in the creek, he added, and 
found the sport good. 

Ex-Mayor Hewitt testified that no putrid or 

ed matter was used in the manufacture of 
the glue, and that the smell about the place 
‘Was sim to that in the average kitchen. 

Prof. Chandler testified that he had visited 
the factory and could detect no offensive odors. 

The trial will occupy several days.

OOFFHE MEN WORRIED.

The society is circulating a petition among 
cabowners asking them to post in conspicuous 
places in the cabs cards upon which are printed 
the legal fares, with the information that all 
complaints of overcharge be reported to the so- 
ciety. Already a large number of cab owners 
have aasen to this. The society hopes to 
have ¢ab fares reduced te 25 cents per person 
for half a mile or less. 





LITTLEFIELD’S TRIAL BEGUN, 


—_—»————— 
STEPHANIE TELLS OF THE CHECES 
SHE GAVE HIM. 


The case of Gen, Milton 8, Littlefield, indicted 
for larceny in obtaining $3,600 from Mrs. 
Josephine Stephanie on the representation that 
he would save her son from punishment for 
fatally shooting ex-Judge Clinton G. Reynoldsin 
November of 1890, was brought to trial before 
Recorder Smythin the Court of General Ses- 
sions yesterday. A jury was eecured early in 
the day, and the examination of witnesses for 
the prosecution was taken upinthe afternoon. 
Assistant District Attorney Davis appeared for 
the prosecution, For Gen. Littlefield appeared 
as counse} Charles W. Dayton, Arthur OC. Palmer, 
W. 8. Andrews, and A. J. Perry. 

Littlefield, it was testified, was bred to the law 
and was an intimate friend of Abraham Lincoln. 
He came out of the rebellion as a Brigadier Gen- 
eral of Voiunteers. He was one of the first to 
command # negro regiment. After the war he 
became interested in southern railroads, He 
was for some time President of the Fiorida Cen- 
tral, and was one of anumber of capitalists who 
had ascheme tor making a great system of 
Southern roads. He lost his money, and tor the 
last six or seven years had lived in this city, 
nominally as a contractor. 

Gen. Littletield's counsel admitted that the 
city, and not Gen. Littlefield, had paid the ex- 
penses of a commission to pass ou young Ste- 
phanie’s mental condition. Mrs. Lulu Foster 
testified to Gen. Littlefield’s having ottered his 
services through her to Mrs. Stephanie to have 
the young man declared insane. She described 
Mra. Stephanie as having been at this time ina 
chronic state of almost hysterical excitement. 
Mrs. Stephanie, she said,in her room at the 
Lincoln one evening, caught Mrs. Foster's son 
by his necktie and nearly choked him, saying 
she would like to treat her enemies the same 
way. 

Mrs. Stephanie cameto the stand next. She 
was dressed in black, and exhibited much nerv- 
Olisness. She testified that she first saw Gen. 
Littlefield at the Lincoln about June 5. Mrs. 
Littletield sent hera note expressing her sym- 
pathy, and asking if she (Mrs. Littlefield) should 
call upon her. The witness went to the rooms 
of the Littletields and saw the defendant. He 
said he thought something could be done for 
her son. The next day he reported that he had 
arranged for the appointment of a commission. 
It would cost, he said, between $1,500 and 
$2,000 for the doctors and Commissioners. He 
declared expressly that he wanted no money for 
himself. He sent Dr. Walter A. Fleming to 
see her. He assured her that something could 
be done for her boy. 

Gen. Littlefield called on her on June 18 and 
said the commission had been appointed and 
wae at work, and that he needed a first payment 
of $1,500, He asked her to call at his ottice, 96 
Broadway, next day. She went there with a 
blank check which she filled in for $1,500. She 
identified a check as the one in question. 

“Keep quiet about it,” Littlefield had said. 
**All the Bar Association are up in arms against 
your son, and if they knew what I was doing 
they would put every block in my way.” 

On June 24 be asked by telegram for more 
money. She gave him a check for $800 at his 
office. 

Before July 2 she received another dispatch 
at the Lincoln saying another payment was neo- 
essary. She Went to see him, and Littlefield 
assured ber that this would be the last payment. 
The next day, at his oflice, she wrote a check 
for $1,300 and gave it to him, 

Her knowledge that she had been deceived, 
she said, came when Mr. Foster visited Judge 
Martine at Lake George to learn what caused 
the delay in the return of young Stephanie, and 
when Dr. Fieming told her that be had not re- 
ceived the money as she supposed irom Little- 
tield. 

On July 17 Littlefield called upon her. He 
was very bervous, and said: “If youcan give 
me $1,200 more your boy will be free to-mor- 
row.” 





ANOTHER ARMORY WANTS MONEY. 

FOURTEENTH REGIMENT WANTS 
A SLICE OF THE PUBLIC FUNDS. 

The officers of the Fourteenth Regiment, 
Brooklyn, haye watched with jealous eyes the 
way in which increased appropriations have 
been made for the armories of the Thirteenth 
and Twenty-third Regiments, and yesterday 
they put forward Col. Harry W. Michel to de- 
mand $100,000 additional for their new armory 
to be erected at Eighth Avenue and Fifteenth 
Street, The Armory Commission, consisting of 
Mayor Boody, City Auditor Weber, County 
Auditor Kellar, Supervisor at Large Kinkel, 
and Col. Michel met in the Mayor’s office yester- 
day, and Col. Michel at once demanded that the 
drill room be enlarged from 200 by 200 feet, its 
present dimensions, to 300 by 200, This, he 
said, would cost $100,000, and he submitted a 
resolution directing the Corporation Counsel to 
prepare a bill providing for this extra appro- 
priation. 

But Mayor Boody opposed this in extremely 
vigorous language, and said that he would not 
allow such a bill to go out with the backing of 
the city authorities. This was not expected, 
and it resulted in an abandonment of the extra 
appropriation idea altogether. 

but Col. Michel had another string to his bow. 
There is an unexpended balance of about 
$50,000 on the site account, the land for the 
armory having been purchased for $50,000 less 
than the appropriation, and it was decided to 
have a bill introduced at once empowering the 
authorities to transfer this unexpended balance 
to the building account.

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| MUNICIPAL CIVIL SERVICE 


——— i - 
HOW EXAMINATIONS ARE CON- 
DUCTED IN THIS CITY. 


INTERESTING REPORT SUBMITTED 
TO THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF 
THE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM AS- 
SOCIATION OF NEW-YORK. 


The Committee on Civil Service Examination 
in this city has submitted to the Executive 
Committee of the Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation of New-Yorka carefully-prepared re- 
port touching the enforcement of the municipal 
civilservice rules. These rules apply to 7,098 
persons, who are divided in the classified service 
of the city as follows: 3,503 in the Police De- 
partment, 1,013 in the Fire Department, 287 in 
the Department of Public Works, and 2,295 
miscellaneous. Following are some extracts 
from the committee's report: 


&" The Health Department, with strict regard to 

the spiritand purpose of the law, usually appoints 

the names standing highest on the list. Inspectors, 

tag &0., are generally called for one or two at 
ime. 

“ Kequisitions for only three clerks have been 
made during the last year, and it may be said that 
olerks are not at present appuinted nacer the rulea. 
‘The reason given by the heads of departments for 
their failure to apply to the board jor clerks is 
that the law giving veterans a peer prevents 
them from exerolsing a privilege of selection. 
We learn that for many months the names 
of olerks who had not passed examinations 
were entered upon the pay rolls, but that the Con- 
troller has always refused to farnish tne funds for 
the salaries of such clerks, and that these attempts 
to evade the lawin that way have largely ceased. 
The excuse for this action given by the heads of de- 
partments would hardly seem to be vaiid, inaemuch 
as the veteran law gives at leasta choice of veterans 
and the power of removal,a remedy for inefficient 
service, The commiitee intend to look further into 
the matter of the appointment of clerks.” 


The committee inquired into the examinations 
for appointment upon the police force, and 
found that the method of marking is very favor- 
able to the applicant. Out of a possible 1008 
manin perfect physical condition and witha 
perfect physical record would be given 40 marks 


at the outset. If he had studied the pamphlet 
given him, and was acquainted with the ordina- 
ry localities of the city, he would be marked 60 
of the possible 100 on the examination paper, 
(which is distinct from the physical paper,) 
which, counting for 60 per cent. on the total 
marking, would stand for 36. He would, there- 
fore, oi tain a rating of 76 hefore he had been 
examined in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
The committee remark: 


“While making no criticism upon the scope of 
this examination, acknowledging even that it 
touches upon all the requisites for a good patrolman, 
it isevideat that noone who could not pass would 
be desired upon the police force by those responsible 
for its efficiency. he records justify the opinion 
that few would apply who could not pass this test. 

“ At the latest examination for patrolmen, of 380 
examined on obligatory subjects 360 passed, 

“The commitiee saw three elizible lists—one of 
the year 188%, one of 1890, and one of 1891, The 
list of 1889 contained 434 names, and of those 214 
had been appointed. This list contained the names 
of those who had passed at different dates, and many 
names had been 6rased because a year had elapsed 
since the date of their examination. These names, 
of course, had been certified ouce or oftener, and it 
was noticed that names which had obtained mark- 
ings 89.37, 59.75, 90.06, and 90,09 had been so 
erased. ‘dhe ratings of the whole list of 434 ranged 
from 93.98 to 70.02. The first man with a rating 
of 93.98 had not been appointed; the four hundred 
and thirteenth man, with @ rating of 73.56 had 
been appointed. The fourth, eighth, ninth, tenth, 
and twelith men, ranging from 91.96 to 80.79, were 
not appvinted. The four hunired and fourth, four 
hundred and sixth, four hundred and ninth, four 
hundred and twelfth, and four hundred and _thir- 
teenth, with marks ranging from 74.52 to 73.36, 
were appointed. 

“The list of eligibles for the Fire Department of 
Deo. 12-22, 1890, contained 82 names, and the mark- 
ings ranged from 94.33 to 77.49. On Dec. 9, 1891, 
64 had been appointed, among them the eighty-seo- 
ond, or last, man, with a rating of 77.49. ‘Vhe fifth, 
ninth, fourteenth, and seventeenth were not ap- 
pointed, but the seventy-filth, seventy-sixth, eight- 
tieth, and eighty-second were appointed; 33 were 
appointed from the first 41 and 21 from the last 41. 

* [tis shown by the several lists examined that 40 
of the appointees have been taken from the lower 
half of each certification, and that usnally the lowes: 
certified have been amung the successful It oan be 
safely stated that appuintments are not based solely 
or principally upon the standing attained by the ap- 

licants, Itis evident that the scope of the exam. 

nation for patrolmen, while probably adeguate to the 

needs of the service, places but a slight barrier be- 
fore those desiring to be entered upon the eligible 
list, and that once on the eligible list the provision 
that 151 names shall be certified upon a requisition 
for 100 leaves a wide gap for selection by favor. 

“Itis openly charged and believed that all can- 
didates fur the police force are forced to submit 
to an assessment asa condition of appointment. 
There is nothing in the methods now employed that 
would make such a condition impossible. If alle- 
giance to a political party were a prerequisite of ap- 
pointment the lowest on the list would be among the 
liret to submit and woul! be, as now, among the first 
to be appointed. The highest on the list would be 
the most likely to rely upon their marking, and hop 
ing until the year was near its close, and yielding 
only when they had concluded that appointment 
without bribery was impossible, would, as now, be 
sometimes among the last selected. The montis 
which elapse before the appointing o‘ficer has filled 
the quota for whioh he has made requisition could 
be utilized by the agents of the political party in 
persuading the applicant of his ey | in declining to 
pay, or by the applicant in raising the money for the 
assessment demanded. 

“It is eu ory that a remedy for this abuse, if it 
exists, would be a rule that all persons upon the el- 
igible lists should be appointed in order of merit. 
Aas, in the Police Department, the personal relations 
which make such a rale a hardship in the case of 
clerks do not exiat, and, as all patrolmen are now ap- 
pointed on thirty days’ probation, there would not 
appear to be good reason why such arnle should not 
be enforced. An inadequate remedy, bat one which 
would greatly restrict the evil, would be a rule mak- 
ing it obligatory that the heads of departments 
should appoint all for whom they had made requist- 
tion within a etrictly-limited number of days.” 

The committee present the following con- 
clusions: 

* First—That the olvil-service rules now in force, 
while excluding the absolutely unfit, present buta 
slight and wholly-inadequate barrier to appoint- 
mente upon other grounds than merit. 

“second—That the fact that few orno requisi- 
tiona are made upon the Civil Service Roard for 
pros B pengge justify the suspicion that the law is 
ievaded or openly set aside when it proves to be an 

nsurmountable obstacle to favoritisin.”’

TAMMANY AND MR. HEINTZ. 

At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen yes- 
terday resolutions for street improvements 
were being passed ata lively rate and without 
opposition, when one was called up which 
started a commotiem. It called for grading and 
otherwise improvirg a portion of East One 


Hundred and Thirty-ninth Street. The rorolu- 
tion was defeated by the votes of Aldermen 
Brown, Dooling, Hart, and Mead. 

This was said to be a notice on the part of 
Tammany that no more money was to be voted 
for that section of the city just at present.

MUSICIANS IN CONVENTION. 
MATTERS OF INTEREST TO THEIR NA- 


TIONAL LEAGUE. 


The Convention of the National Lesgue of 
Musicians was formally opened yesterday morn- 
ing at10 o’clock by President Owen Miller at 
the Hotel Marlborough. Forty-nine deleszates 
responded to the roll call, and after the report 
of the Committee on Credentials the President 
made his address, of which 10,000 copies were 
ordered te be printed for distribution. 

The report was voluminous, and included 
much ofinterest to the delegates. Six years 
ago the league was founded with six local 
unions, and now it has a total membership of 


10,000. Among the good things accomplished 
was the doing away with a favorite practice of 
managers of leaving their musicians unpaid 
hundreds of miles from home, A member of 
. the league now bad efficient protection against 
such treatment. Among 4s cities of 35,0V0 Iin- 
habitants which had no representation as yet in 
the league were Boston, Hartford, Albany, 
Troy, Baltimore, Atlanta, Kansas City, Colum- 
bus, Harrisburg, Portland, Providence, Salt 
Lake City, aud Washington. Referring to the 
grievance of civilian musicians against mill- 
tary and naval bands, the President urged all 
members to be musicians first and Republicans 
or Democrats afterward. 

The action of the piano manufacturers in adopt- 
ing the A 435.68° Fahrenheit pitch only em- 
phasized the action of the league in convention 
in 1890. Allorchestras now use this, the s8o- 
Called French pitch, and the President recom- 
mended its adoption, and the convention 50 
voted. 

A solid silver loving cup was presented to 
the league by Local Union No. 1, the New- 
York body. It is about 12 inches high, deco- 
rated with wreaths and ivy leaves, inseribed 
with the dates of former conventions. Other 
decorations are musical instruments and the 
Official seal of the league, and the insoription: 
“Presented by the Musical utual Protective 
Union of New-York, Local No. 1, to the National 
League of Musicians of the United States, in 
Convention March 15,:1592." The presenta- 
tion speech was made by Leopold Fuenkenstein. 
President Miller responded. 

At the afternoon session a resolution was 
adopted to send telegrams both to President 
Harrison and to the Secretary of the Navy to 
the effect that the convention, representing a 
profession of 65,000 members, protested against 
the Government permitting the bandmaster 
and members of the Marine Band to go upon a& 
speculative tour in the United States, not only 
as injuring civilian musicians by helping speou- 
lators, but also as setting a bad precedent for 
other Government bands. The telegrams added 
that if this request be not acceded to the league 
and its friends and supporters would make it an 
iesue at the coming eleotion. . 

George C. Fitachen, a delegate from Butte City, 
Mon., laid a protest before the convention 
against the action of the Knights of Labor in his 
town, who have persistently tried to injure the 
local union of the league in that place. C. M. 
Currier of Chicago urged that the convention 
dissuade musicians generally from flocking to 
Chicago during the approaching World’s Fair. 

The delegates were serenaded lastnight by 
Gilmore’s and Cappa’s Bands, and Local Union 
No. 1 entertained them atterward at a com- 
mers in Turn Verein Hall. 





A HOME FOR OLD PEOPLE. 


COL. SHEPARD’S GIFT DOES NOT PLEASE 
PROPERTY OWNERS OF FIRST PLACE. 


The action of Col. Elliott F. Shepard in pre- 
senting the big house at 73 First Place, Brook- 
lyn, to the Presbytery for an old people’s home 
will probably prove very acceptable to the min- 
isters and the old people who will occupy it; 
but the old families that have lived in this re- 
tired neighborhood for years don’t like it at all. 
They have seen their property steadily decline 
in value for the past decade, and have been 


holding on mainly because they could not sell 
out except at a sacrifice. 

The houses are allilarge and well built and 
cost a lot of money when they were built. 
Henry W. Maxwell has a fine place avross the 
street from the proposed old people’s home. 
His is No. 70. The oid Demas Barnes mansion, 
with its big conservatories, is a short distance 
away. Rear Admiral Braine has a handsome 
house at 67 First Piace, ex- Judge Troy a costly 
one at 71, ex-Senator Kiernan apother at 56, 
while Pierrepont Lord lives at 65, James Hart, 
the artist, at 94, and William B, Kendall, a mill- 
jionaire manufacturer, at 6s. 

They are all very much disgusted at Col. Shep- 
ard’s disposition of hia property, and one of 
them said yesterday that it would lead to a very 
rapid decline of the neighborhood as ua residence 
district. He added that the other property 
owners would have bought the house from Col. 
Shepard rather than huve had it converted into 
a home tor old people, but that they knew 
nothing of what was gving on.

CLAASSEN MUST GO TO PRISON. 

A mandate of the United States Bupreme

A NEW CONTRACTOR, 


THE THIRD AVENUE CABLE ROAD TO BE 
FINISHED BY THOMAS E, CRIMMINS. 


The unfinished work of laying the cable in 
Third Avenue will be done under the direction 
of Thomas E. Crimmins, brother of the ex-Park 
Commissioner. At their meeting on Monday 
afternoon the Directors of the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company authorized President Elias 
to contract with Mr. Crimmins to take up the 
work where Contractor William Wharton left off 
and finish it by next Fall. The parties to this 
contract are not disposed to give exact figures, 
but the compensation agreed upon is said to be 
sufficient to preclude another failure to do the 
work. The total cost of construction will be 
much greater than the original estimate of 
$1,600,000, 

Mr. Crimmins will begin next Monday with a 
few hundred men, but he will rapidly increase 
his force as the weather pecomes more favor- 
able for that kind of work. Nearly ali of the 
new track construction has been completed be- 
tween Ninth and One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth Streets. Mr. Crimmins will have all the 
work to do between Ninth Street and Ann 
Street, and from One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth up to One Hundred and Thirtieth Street. 
In the intermediate sections there is some pit 
work to be done, notably in front of the main 
Btation. Mr. Crimmins willenjoy the advantage 
of his brother’s advice and experience, John D. 
Crimmins having the contract for building the 
Broadway Road. 

It is expected that the power house at the 
Bowery and Bayard Street will be completed as 
600n a8 the cable is laid, and if it is, the new 
cable cars will be running by the middle or the 
latter part of October. The company has 
ordered about 150 new cars. 

Speaking of Mr. Wharton’s failure to carry 
out his contract, Edward Lauterbach, Director 
and general counse! of the Third Avenue Road, 
said yesterday: “The only difficulty with Mr. 
Wharton was that he bid too low for the work. 
He found it much more expensive than he bar- 
gained for. I think that the company and the 
Department of Public Works treated him very 
considerately.”

DEATH OF GEORGE KYLE. 


A TRANOE FROM SUNDAY NIGHT 
TILL TUESDAY MORNING 


George Kyle, an actor of considerable reputa- 
tion and abrother of Mrs. Mary Kyle Dallas, 
the well-known writer and versifier, is dead at 
the house of his sister, 300 West One Hundred 
and Twelfth Street.

JERSEY CITY’S MAYORALTY. 


—_—_——— 
ALLAN M’DERMOTT NOMINATED BY THE 
DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION, 


The Democratic City Conventionof Jersey 
City yielded yesterday to the demand for re- 
form in the administration of city affairs. It 
threw Mayor Cleveland overboard without even 
80 much asa resolution of compliment thata 
leas unscrupulous man would have been favored 
with, if only as a matter of courtesy. It was 
close on to 3 o’clock when the delegates got to- 
gether in the Democratic Committee rooms in 
Grove Street. Chairman O’Donnell of the 
Democratic City Committee called them to 
order, and Finance Commissioner John Edel- 
stein nominated Edward F. C. Young, the Presi- 
dent ot the First National Bank and of the 
Dixon Crucible Company, for Chairman. 

Mr. Young made an admirable address fore- 
shadowing the resuit of the convention and 
felicliating the people of Jersey City on their 
deliverance, though tardy, from the wickedness 
of the Cleveland ring. Charlies P. Jordan and 
Jeremiah Maher were made Secretaries, and 
everything was in readiness for the nomina- 
tion of a Mayoralty candidate. 

BR ne the Cleveland ring had been struggling 

to the very doors of the convention to defeat 
b m, Allan L. McDermott was the only man 
whose name was put before the delegates. 
“Tom” Jacobs stole a march on Merchant 
Edward Hoos, who was to have made the nom- 
inating speech, and was the first to present the 
name. All Mr. Hoos could do was to second the 
nomination, and George W. Young followed in 
the same vein. The roll call showed that every 
vote in the hall was for McDermott. 

Chairman Young expressed his pleasure in 
making the formal announcement of Mr. Moc- 
Dermott’s nomination. It was thought that 
the nominee was within call, and one of the 
delegates began to clamor for “‘aspeech from 
the next Mayor.’’ Chairman Young said that 
Mr. McDermott was in Trenton attending the 
Court of Errors and Appeals, and a committee, 
headed by Mr. Edelstein, was appointed to wait 
upon him and tender him the nomination. 

Mr. McDermott is a young man, not over forty 
hn of age, if he is quite that. Hugh Farrar 

cDermott, the poet, littérateur, and journalist, 
was his father. He studied law with Leon Ab- 
bett, and afterward in the office of A. B. Day- 
ton. After his admission to the bar he was 
made Corporation Attorney of Jersey City, and 
subsequently a member of the Jersey City 
Board of Finance, and later, Jud of the 
Second District Civil Court. When Mr. Abbett 
became Governor he made Mr. McoDermott 
“ Staff” Little’s successor as Clerk of the Court 
of Chancery. Besides holding these places, he 
bas served a term or two in the Assembly. In 
all the positions he has been called upon to fill 
he has acquitted himself creditably. 

The point on which the people of Jersey City 
are congratulating themselves is, however, 
quite as much that they have succeeded finally 
in throwing offthe Oleveland yoke as that Mr. 
McDermott is to be his successor. Cleveland 
has been a conspicuous figure in State and local 
affairs for thirty years. He served several terms 
in Cougress, and in 1880 made a canvass for the 
Governorship that nothing could have kept from 
him if Abbett had not presided over the conven- 
tion whose favor he sought. After the failure 
of the Dixon Crucible som, ag 4 the sympathet- 
ic people, pitying him in hie misfortunes, 

helped to make him their Mayor. The first thing 
he did after his election was to seize all 
the functione of local government for 
himself. The certainty that bankruptcy was 
but a short distance ahead unless his rule 
of ruln were brought to a close admonished the 
people of the necessity of a change, and his 
eareer ends with his retirement from the office 
he has so abused. 

The Republicans will hold their City Conven- 
tion to-morrow. They will probably nominate 
ex-Assemblyman Simeon H. Smith. He will 
make a strong candidate.

RESULT OF THE FAILURE TO CONFIRM 
JUDGE SHIPMAN’S APPOINTMENT. 


The failure of the Senate to act upon the 
nomination made three months ago by the 
President of Judge Shipman as additional Cir- 
cuit Judge under the act of March 3, 1891, has 
again necessitated an adjournment of the Court 
of Appeals for this district. The cases now on 
the caiender being appeals either from Judge 
Wallace or Judge Lacombe, a court competent 
to hear them cannot be constituted without the 
presence of a third Judge, and none of the Dis- 


trict Judges could sit without seriously embar- 
rassing his regular work. The Court of Appeals 
therefore adjourned yesterday till the firat Mon- 
day of May. 

this is the fourth adjournment taken by this 
court because of the non-action of the Senate 
greatly to the embarrassment of litigants and 
counsel. One result will riore ft be to pre- 


vent the disposition of any more jury trials in 
customs cases this year. Had it been possible 
to dispose of the appeal business in its regular 
order, it was the intention of Judge Lacombe to 
give the whole of May and June to the trial of 
these causes, 

In the organization of the Court of Appeals it 
was provided that injunction suits should have 
the preference. The expedition which this 
arrangement was intended to effect in this class 
of cases has been defeated by the delays in the 
sessions of the court. Persons restrained under 
preliminary injunctions have been kept in that 
position all the time that the failure to contirm 
Jucge Shipman’s appointment has prevented 
the court’s sitting. There are three cases at 
present in which preliminary injunctions were 
granted on Oct, 14 last, to which it has not 
since been possible to afford a final hearing.

PATRONAGE FORK THE LEADERS. 


THE PROPOSED DIVISION OF THE BRIGGS 
CARTAGE CONTRACT, 


Collector Hendricks has had many sessions 
lately with the local Republican leaders, who 
are hungering for that amount of spoils rep- 
resented by what is known asthe Briggs con- 
tract. They have long fought for this slice of 
Government patronage, and now they areina 
tair way to get possession of it very speedily. 

This contract is for the cartage of goods to 
the general order stores. It is estimated to be 
worth $50,000 a year to the holder. Thomas A. 
Briggs, a Democrat, secured it in Collector 
Magone’s time, because he put in the lowest 
bid. When the term of the original contract 


expired Col. Joel B, Erhardt was Collector. 
He advertised for bids and again Mr. Briggs’s 
otfer was the best secured. But the Republican 
workers hurried to Washington and contrived 
to prevent a renewal of his contract. Since 
then Mr. Briggs has been doing the — 
under a hold-over arrangement, but 1 
settled some time ago that he was to give place 
to a number of Republicans, the contract being 
divided up in order to secure a wider distribu- 
tion of the revenue from it. 

The local leaders are very anxious to have 
this arrangement put into effect. They have been 
calling upon the Collector dafly to urge that 
something be done at once. It is understood 
that the carting will be divided between George 
B. Deane, George Hilliard, Bernard Biglin, and 
George Wanmaker of this city and Leroy Ja- 
cobs of Ulster County. 

Under the new arrangement the carting will 
be done by districts, each man getting one of 
them. 





A GIFT TO SPRINGFIELD. 

Theodore A. Havemeyer, the millionaire sugar 
refiner of this city, has delighted the citizens of 
Springfield, Mass., by presenting them with a 
four-acre addition to their principal out-of-door 
pleasure resort, Forest Park. The property 
passed into Mr. Havemeyer’s poseession some 
years ago. It is situated at the mouth of 
Pecowsic Brook. 

This pretty stream used to furnish water 
power to a pistol factory. The factory was 
built at the time of the war under a Govern- 
ment contract, and when hostilities were over, 
ite usefulness having ceased, it was turned into 
@ papier maché manufactory by a New-York 
company, which was backed by Mr. Havemeyer. 
The venture proved unsuccessful, and in return 
for an outlay of some $45,000 the property came 
into Mr. Havemeyer’s ands.
